In some of these there was a small bedplace a 
for a young child. In the young women’s cabins two sides 
had each two berths, while another side had a couch which drew 
| out to allow a mother and daughter, or elderly female and young 
| child, to sleep upon. This last-named party had charge of the young 
women in the cabin; and, as one of the girls in the group was 
selected from having parents on board, her mother had right of 
entry to see her daughter: thus a double guardianship became 
exercised. By a space being left at the bottom, and the framework 
not reaching the roof by several] inches, a free and perfect circula- 
| tion of air was allowed in each cabin, besides there being a small 
window covered by a piece of coloured cotton: thus there were 
privacy, air, and light. Underneath the poop were domestic offices 
for females. At the bows a part was partitioned off for the young 
men, where there were two ranges of bedplaces, and tables, with 
ample room, where in quiet and retirement they could follow their 
studies during the voyage. Down the centre of the deck between 
the cabins were tabies for the meals and other purposes of the 
emigrants, above which were shelving for the dishes. 

The ship was provisioned by the highly-respectable firm of 
Alderman Finnis and Company, The dietary scale was a weekly 
allowance of 42 lbs. of bread; 1b, of beef; 1lb. of pork; 13 1b. of 
preserved meat; 33 lbs. of flour; 8oz. of raisins; 6 oz. of suet;

| 20z. of salt; 40z. pepper; and 21 quarts of water. These are 
given out in certain quantities at stated periods during the week, 
and cooked for the emigrants. The surgeon also has power to give 
rice and sago in lieu of meat to children; also the discretion of 
ordering any one oatmeal, arrowroot, barley, sago, preserved 
boiled beef and mutton, lemon-juice, stout, brandy, rum, vinegar, 
preserved milk, wine, chloride of zinc, or-additional marine soap. 

The completeness and excellence of the arrangements are thus 
seen, while, the passengers having the use of the entire deck of the 
vessel, it must be acknowledged that every means has been taken 
to render them comfortable and healthy ; their interest being con- 
sidered paramount in every particular. 


FAREWELL GROUP MEETING.

in society than their efforts in this country could achieve; that b 
changing the field of their exertions God in his mercy and loye 
would accord, as areward for their labour, peace, love, and plenty ; 
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in that reliance fear became dim and hope radiant. The spacious 
apartment in which they were met, with its solid whitewashed walls, 
seemed in harmony with the meeting—utility not display being 
desired—while the purpose of the building, being that of education, 
was in sympathy with the feelings of the congregated, as from it 
springs the dignity and happiness of man. 

The business of the meeting commenced without the appointment 
of a chairman. ae , aren . 

WxynbDHAM HARDING, Ksq., one of the society’s finance commit- 
tee, came forward, and said he had been requested to give an account 
of an undertaking, the object and leading principle of which was to 
make emigration self-supporting, so that the working classes, 
instead of being dependent upon the parish rates, and upon eleemo- 
synary subscriptions for tE means of emigrating, should be enabled, 
if of good character, to obtain sufficient credit for those means of 
removing their capital, whigh was their labour, to a field where it 
would be properly rewarded. When a working man came to that 
society and gave ample testimony of good character and skill in his 
trade the society felt justified in telling him that if he could raise a 
certain part—say half—of the expense of conveying himself and his 
family to Australia they would try if they could lend him the other 
half. If it were asked what security the society had for the return 
of the advance, as he had no property, the answer was that there 
was the security of his character and of his family ties, which dis- 
tance strengthened. Mrs. Chisholm, whose experience was so 
great, felt satisfied that as long as the society had the security of 
the power of sending out a man’s family to him they had ample 
guarantee for the return of the money they might advance to him 
for his own passage. Therefore they said to him, that when he 
had paid the money it would not be lost to him, for they would lend 
it again to take out some of his relations, and so on in succession. 
This society had been formed in October, 1849, by Mrs. Chisholm, 
That lady had received the assistance of a committee remarkable 
for the high character and great abilities of the gentlemen who 
composed it; and no men were more honourably known in the 
country than Mr. Sidney Herbert and Mr. Vernon Smith. It then 
became necessary to form a society among the emigrants them- 
selves, and at the first meeting above 100 persons were in commu- 
nication with Mrs. Chisholm, all anxious to join the society. ‘The 
result now was, that above 400 persons had enrolled themselves 
members of this excellent society, every one of whom had con- 
tributed more or less for the purpose of emigration. He believed 
that there were about 90 children and about 50 families going in 
the first band by the Slains Castle. Upwards of 40 young girls 
who were going out would, by the arrangements of the society, be 
taken in the care of respectable families. The 400 persons belong- 
ing to the society had scraped together and subscribed about £1600 
of their own towards the expenses of the voyage, and of this £1400 

~ had been subscribed by those on board. The sum of £600 more 
“was wanted to complete the arrangements for sending out a second 
ship, and, with the money they had in hand, a subscription to that 
amount would enable the society to do so. Mr. Harding then pro- 
ceeded to impress upon the emigrants—admitting, however, that 
he thought it superfluous to do so, for he had confidence in them— 
the obligation they were under to return punctually the advances 
that were made to them. He put it to them on the ground of 
honour—that honour which was commonly, but erroneously, 
ascribed only to persons of rank and wealth, but which he believed 
existed jn the working classes as much; and he felt assured of the 
return of this money. He then adverted, amid loud cheering, to 
the unceasing and wonderful exertions made by Mrs. Chisholm on 
their behalf. ns $ 

Rozert Lowe, Esq., who was introduced as lately a member of 
the Legislative Council of New South Wales, moved the first reso- 
lution as follows :—‘‘ That the warmest thanks of the emigrants 
proceeding by the Slains Castle to Australia, and of all interested in 
emigration, are due to Mrs. Chisholm and her family for their 
patient, disinterested, and successful efforts for establishing family 
colonization.” He had known Mrs. Chisholm before she com- 
menced her brilliant and useful career. He had known her in 
Australia, and had witnessed her exertions there; smaller, indeed, 
in scale, but equal in practical usefulness ; and where her personal 
sacrifices were as great as those she had since undergone in Eng- 
land in the cause of the working classes. He wished to record his 
admiration of the excellent scheme Mrs. Chisholm had promul- 
gated. He disclaimed the notion of importing merely labourers in 
a colony; he wished to import citizens. He believed that Mrs. 
Chisholm had hit upon the natural mode of emigration and coloniza- 
tion. The society did not propose to take fathers from their wives 
and children merely for the sake of their labour. They did not wish 
merely to find labour for a number of capitalists, but they wished to 
import into the colony English feelings, English ties, English 
institutions, and English principles. | That desideratum could not 
be if they began by severing the links which bound mankind 
together. He thought that Mrs. Chisholm’s was not only the most 
humane and natural plan, but that it would be the most successful. 
Mr. Lowe then bestowed some wholesome advice upon the emi- 
grants, relative to the conduct they should pursue when arrived in 
the colony; to avoid the temptations that would surround them, 
and shun bad company. He then pronounced a glowing eulogium 
upon Mrs. Chisholm. It was not merely for her genius, or for the 
industry with which she had laboured in the cause, or for her entire 
pecuniary disinterestedness, but for the principle which lay at the 
bottom of all—the deep fountain of untiring benevolence which 
had enabled her, and would enable her, to labour to the end of her 
career, for no other object than the benefit and happiness of her 
fellow-creatures. He prophesied that the result of this society’s 
exertions would be success; and he confidently predicted that Mrs. 
Chisholm would leave a name that would be long remembered by 
posterity. (Cheers.) 

The Hon. VERNON SmiTH, M.P:, expressed his cordial concur- 
rence in all the approbation which had been bestowed upon Mrs. 
Chisholm, for he had been a witness of her untiring exertions. 
Why, if the present scheme, as far as it had gone, had been carried 
out under other management, it would have required an establish- 
ment of clerks and a whole array of machinery; but it assumed its 
present shape solely by her personal efforts. It being a farewell 
meeting of the groups-he ‘vas unwilling that it should take place 
without some member, of the committee being present, and he 
being nearer town than Lord Ashley or Mr. Sidney Herbert, who 
were in Scotland, he had come from the county in which he resided 
to attend it.. He had joined the committee because he saw nothing 
in the scheme that’ savoured of exaggeration or that held out false 
hopes. Mrs. Chisholm did not tell them that they would make 
rapid fortunesin Australia, but only that they would find adequate 
means for thé support of themselves and their families. No expec- 
tation had been held out that they would pick up gold, but merely 
that they fvould attain that reasonable and certain fortune which 
would certainly be denied to them if they stopped in this country. 
The hon. Seeman praised the arrangements of the vessel and its 
provision for separation. The arrangements of the committee had 
been made with one of the most honourable and responsible houses 
in the country, Messrs. Hall, Brothers. The ship was by one of the 
best builders in the country, Mr. Wigtam; and there was eyery 
security for them that human power could extendto them. They 
were starting with every prospect of success, which he sincerely 
hoped they would attain. It was painful to him to gay farewell; but 
as he felt a real cordial interest in their welfare he would bid them 
a cheerful farewell. He should watch with the greatest interest the 
progress of the Slains Castle, and should hear with the greatest 
pleasure of its safe arrival. Their friend Lord Ashley had told 
them on the last octasion he had been informed -that a person in 
Australia, having raised a flock, had called his-great ram after Lord 
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Ashley. (A laugh.) He could not hope for so high an honour as 
the great ram being called after him, but he wished them to 
remember him, and would petition any of them who reared a pet 
lamb among the flock they yould call if Vernon Smith. (Laughter. ) 
He could only, in conclusion, pray God to speed their journey, and 
say farewell. | : 

“The vote was then carried by acclamation. + 

Lord LiLFrorD, in afew words expressing his cordial concurrence 
with the objects of the society, moved a vote of thanks to the mem- 
bers of the committee for the liberal and earnest manner in which 
they had come forward to establish the association, and enable per- 
sons to emigrate under such favourable auspices. 

SamurL SIDNEY, Esq., the well-known emigrant’s friend, 
seconded the resolution. “He briefly described the colony and the 
mode of farming there. He eulogized Mrs. Chisholm’s active and 
benevolent exertions, and gave a short exposition of her plan, and 
expressed his satisfaction that those violations of decency which it 
had been lamentable to see in other ships had been removed by 
the arrangements of the vessel. This society had not been forced 
into public notice by dint of advertising, for the whole expenses of 
the society for meetings, printing, and advertising, had not 
exceeded £100. It was satisfactory to know that the society was 
genuine, and that their money was not jobbed away to provide 
places and patronage for anybody. There was no exclusiveness ; 
all that was required was that the emigrant should be of a good 
and honest character. After some further remarks, Mr. Sidney 
concluded by expressing the hope that this was but the commence- 
ment of a stream of emigration which would for ever flow on. 

Resolution carried unanimously. 

Mr. Mosman, a gentleman lately arrived from the colony, joined 
in the praises that had been pronounced upon Mrs. Chisholm, who, 
he said, had left good behind her wherever she had been. He 
expressed his approval of the plan. He described the colony, in 
which he had resided ten years, to the meeting, and the difference 
there of the scenery and of the agricultural proceedings. He was 
a naturalist, and had travelled all over these colonies, and he 
described the beauty of the climate. Port Phillip, he thought, was 
the garden of Australia. 

F. G. Nrtson, Esq., the celebrated actuary, returned thanks. 

Mr. HarpinG then called attention to a flag embroidered with 
Mrs. Chisholm’s initials, and hung in the room. It had been pre- 
sented to her by some ladies, and he trusted it would wave not 
only over that ship, but others that should take out ill-paid labour 
to a place where it would be better acknowledged. He then called 
for three cheers for Mrs. Chisholm, which were heartily given, and, 
that lady making her obeisance in acknowlegment, the meeting 
separated. 


DEPARTURE OF THE EMIGRANTS. 

During the early part of Saturday, the 28th ult., there was all the 
usual bustle, confusion, and hurry of embarkation on the decks of 
the Slains Castle. ‘The flag that has ‘‘ braved the battle and the 
breeze’’ boldly graced the bows, others gaily decorated the vessel, 
but that which most attracted attention was one symbolic of the 
spirit that guided the present enterprise, and hung from the mizen. 
We have mentioned it in the latter part of our account of the fare- 
well group meeting. It was of “true blue” colour, having in gold- 
coloured type a monogram of Mrs. Chisholm’s name, C. C., linked 
together by the stout part of the letters, and surrounded by the 
letters F. C. L. S.--Family Colonization Loan Society. The inde- 
fatigable Mrs. Chisholm was on board, practically and beneficially 
bestowing her experience, and with maternal solicitude superin- 
tending all arrangements for the domestic comforts of the emi- 
grants. A party of six friendless handsome Irish girls seemed to 
have a large share of her attention and care; all that circumstances 
and kuman foresight could provide for their well-being, and exhor- 
tation to prudence and caution of conduct, was judiciously 
bestowed. It was surprising to watch how any unexpected difficulty 
that arose was promptly removed, how every petty detail was 
regarded and controlled, by this extraordinary woman. A family at 
the last moment found they could not go by this vessel—another, 
anxious and ready, filled their places; a family presented itself, the 
mother of whom but four days before had undergone the ordeal of 
maternity—Mrs. Chisholm, in respect of her sex, promised a pas- 
sage in three weeks by another vessel, but was met by a refusal; 
she then declined the responsibility of receiving the anxious emi- 
grant without a doctor’s certificate; this was procured, and the 
invalid carried on board. The searching eye of Mrs. Chisholm 
caught the face of a baby, and she detected incipient measles 
in the family. They were tenderly refused admission, and 
carefully placed in a cab, with money for their immediate 
requirements, and promise of future attention and an early passage. 
We noticed with melancholy feelings a poor youth who had set out 
in life with all the bright aspirations of fame as an artist; his first 
public attempt met with disfavour; his buoyant hopes were pros- 
trated, a blight seized his mind, and he sank under the unexpected 
blow; despoudency overshadowed him, and, paralyzed in action, he 
sought a new life, home, and country, where, unknown, and with 
other occupations, he might gain a renewal of energy of mind. 
We have at many ports witnessed the departure of emigrants, when 
it seemed as if the separation was a violent tearing up of sturdy 
roots of affection, agony and despair being wound up to the highest 
pitch of human endurance. Iu the present instance, when the 
command for departure was given, it appeared to us as if the affec- 
tions about to be separated were but slender tendrils ; and in this 
one fact is shown the nobleness and virtue of the scheme. Among 
these emigrants were many about to join in ease and comfort their 
dearest friends, while others had on board around them their rela- 
tives and families, all that was nearest and most beloved by them 
on earth. Thus it is a system in accordance with nature—with God's 
holiest laws. Certainly in all cases there are exceptions—two 
children were patting with their parent; at the last moment they 
dropped on their knees and besought, with stifled voice, a father’s 
blessing; he knelt, his feelings for a time choked his utterance, 
when with fervid words he resigned them into the hands of Almighty 
God, and besought them ever by their conduct to merit His mercy— 
His love.

SUNDAY ON BOARD. 
Two hundred friends of the emigrants lodged at Gravesend 
during Saturday night, and early on Sunday morning proceeded on 
board the Slains Castle. A clergyman of the Church of England, 


the Rey. Edward Bullock, commenced the religious duties of the 
day by reading prayers, after which the Wesleyans performe 
service according to the mode of their society; next followed tw 
Roman Catholic priests, who delivered most appropriate exhorta- 
tions, but dispensed with the usual ceremonies of their church. 
Never in any country (and it has been our fate to see many) did we 
ever see so truly a Christian spirit prevail, such harmony of sentl- 
ment and brotherly love. The sight was most exciting an 
admirable; it gaye us hope; and we felt assured, were sueh meet- 
ings of more frequent occurrence, the painful asperities of sec 
tarianism would die away, and the true spirit of Christianity be prev” 
lent. But a still more extraordinary scene presented itself—one 
which, perhaps, neyer before occurred on board any vessel, and was 
deeply impressive on the now immense crowd on board, for i¢ 
appeared about 800 persons yisited the ship. In the afternoo? 
there issued from the captain’s apartments a train of clergymen, 2 
arrayed in surplices, about twenty-four in number! They mounte 
the poop and went through the beautiful services of our Establishe 
Church; then a sermon was delivered, which produced a deep a2 
serious impression on the assembly, while the psalms sung, Pe! 
haps, were never echoed on the vault of heaven with more fervour 
and sincerity. Later in the afternoon an address on teetotalism 
was delivered. The sacred day was spent in listening to the sub- 
lime truths of holy writ, and in showing. that they must be the 
guide of erring man, who would desire happiness on earth a2 
deserve eternal life in heaven. 

We found that among the emigrants were 120 communicants of 
the Church of England, two Jewesses, and the others about equally 
divided between Wesleyans and Roman Catholics. 

On Monday Mrs. Chisholm went on board to bid the emigrants 
farewell. The men all came on deck and seated themselves aroun 
their noble patron and friend. She exhorted them as to their con- 
duct, when they unanimously pledged themselves ‘‘as Christian 
fathers and heads of families to exercise a parental control an 
guardianship over all orphans and friendless females proceeding 
with the family groups, to protect them as their children, and allow 
them to share the same cabins as their daughters ; also to discourag® 
gambling and any pernicious amusements during the voyage; aM 
by parental advice and good example to encourage and promote 
some well-devised system of self-improvement during the passage. 
The lady likewise begged of them not only to be the guardians of 
the females, but also of religious liberty to all their fellow-vovagels: 
Mrs. Chisholm, proceeding below, inamost feeling manner address€ 
the females on their conduct and duties. The moment for sepat@* 
tion now arrived, but the pen is powerless in describing the scen® 
that took place. A young Jewess clasped her in her arms, kiss¢ 
her, and called her ‘‘ her dear mother.’’ Other females wept alou@. 
The old women hung about her praying for the ‘blessings of God 
to be her portion.”” The men in silent grief grasped her hand} 
and the last cheer given was one which must ever tell forcibly 0 
the feelings of a mother : it was “ Three cheers for Mrs. Chisholm’ 
children!”? On Tuesday afternoon the anchor of the Slains Castlé 
was weighed—her sails spread to the wind.

THE FRIMLEY MURDER. 

For the crime of murder, as it ordinarily shows itself in this 
country, we are seldom called upon to exhibit other feelings 
than those of horror at the deed, and disgust at the vices of 
which it seemed the monstrous but natural offspring. The low 
intrigues of the. Mannings and their yictim, and the besotted 
lives of others, were.so unlikely, except hy the interposition of 
a miracle, ta end, well, that we fin nothing tq bestow our 
sympathy.upan—we can only lament that human nature 
should become'so. brutalized as to revel in human slaughter, or 
‘design it through days and weeks of malignant deliberation. 
But it does happen’ now and then that our horror at one 
-aspect of the 3 finds relief—thqugh jn some sort 
augmentation, too—in contemplating the other. We have 
not to turn from the murderer to a victim who awakens almost 
equal feelings of horror at the unprepared death of a drunkard 
or a paramour. There is something consolatory for the mind 
to rest upon. The victim has fallen before nature’s hour, 
indeed, but not: wholly unanointed. He has lived well 
through the trials of many years, or was working his way 
onward to a venerated age.” There are children to lament him’; 
affectionate friends and neighbours ; dependents upheld by his 
bounty; a train of suffering poor ta add their tribute of grief, 
which, even, if to some extent selfish, bears the stronger testi- 
mony to the worth of the departed. There is brightness in all 
this; not unmixed with awe, hut perhaps the brighter on that 
account.. ‘The death of a good man is a subject for edifying 
thought at all times; but when he dies by violence his virtues 
become hallowed. by the contrast with his ‘end, 

The Frimley murder is exactly such a case. We haye to 
lament the untimely death of a man discharging the respon- 
sible duties of a minister of the Church of England, and sur- 
rounded by all the respect and affection which character and 
station might command. He had just loosed his heart to 
delight over the progress of his children, who came to spend a 
few days by their father’s fireside; to report their studies; to 
draw inspiration from his example and the precepts of his love 
and anxiety. One can imagine the homely ‘* Good night” 
which separated parents and children for a brief space only, as 
they thought, to meet again and renew the happy intercourse of 
their relationship, But even under that roof there was nothing 
so venerable as:to. awe the thief, or paralyze him ere he com- 
mitted the deed which made him also a murderer.

Lesson No. 4, 


SNAKE-PATTERN CHAIN. 


This chain we recommend our readers to work without a tube: it 
will require to have three weights attached to the loop under the 


ORR 


table of about 3 oz. weight each, the same-sized weights to be 
attached to the strands. ‘his pattern requires sixteen strands of 
hair, all of which must be carefully arranged on the circle of the 
table in sets of twos, If well executed, this pattern ranks among 
our first for elegance and simplicity. Your work arrange and 
commence thus :— 

We presume the lady seated at the mark () on the diagram,

and that P and O are at the right hand, and A and Bat the left. 
The work commences by taking P in the right hand, and passing it 
over A and B; C is left mute; and the next one worked is D; this 
passes over Eand F; Gis now mute; His the next strand worked ; 
this passes over Il andJ; K is now mute; L is to be worked and 
passed over Mand N; Ois mute. We would here observe the 
worker will now find she has traversed round her table within one 
strand, which is the mute one lettered O. The next strand moved 
must be letter A, which is to the left of the mark (Kk). You now 
work back again, placing A over two strands to the right of the 
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BRACELET, 


table and missing one; this has been the character of the work 
throughout, to work over two and miss one, first to the left hand and 
then to the right. The whole of the work continues the same until 
the length of the hair is exhausted. This plat being extremely 
delicate, we recommend our fair readers to pay the greatest atten- 
tion to our directions, and not allow any of the hairs to break 
through hasty movement of the strands. Moreover, the process of 
boiling may be dispensed with. A bracelet of this pattern made in 
lengths, and then platted in a Grecian plat, is one of the most 
fashionable order. In our next we shall give an ILLUSTRATION of 
this plat in the form of a bracelet. 

The lesson given for the snake chain applies the same to the 
bracelet given in the illustration ; in the latter instance the several 
pieces of chainwork are platted into the Grecian plat. We would 
observe for the bracelet the requisite number of hairs for each 
strand would be twenty-seven, and the tube round which it is 
worked the third of an inch in circumference.

Having derived as much entertainment from Ryde and its ad- 
joining beauties as we thought possible, we turned our attention to 
the nobler part of the island, which is the back, or, as it is sometimes 
called, the Undercliff. Hearing that Ventnor was a pleasant retired 
little town, we endeavoured to obtain lodgings, and after a long 
search we at last met with some to our taste, very near to the 
shore. The church is the prettiest object in the town, the archi- 
tecture of which is very pleasing. There is a small village named 
Bonchurch, about a mile from Ventnor, on seeing which all our 
enthusiasm burst forth ; and, if in nature perfection is to be attained, 
it is perfect. The great variation in the scenery,—on one side noble 
hills, on another forests of trees with foliage of countless hue, and 
on another the beautiful ocean,—give, indeed, a most glorious effect.

1759. Eddystone Lighthouse completed. Smeaton, the 
engineer of this famous structure, was born in 1724, at Ans- 
thorpe, near Leeds. He early displayed a strong inclination 
for mechanical pursuits, though his father, an attorney, wished 
to bring him up in his own business; the law, however, had 
no charms for him, and his father wisely permitted him to fol- 
low the bent of his genius. In 1750 he commenced mathe- 
matical instrument maker in Great Turnstile, Holborn, and 
gained so much applause by his machine to measure a ship’s 
way at sea, and by his compass, that in 1753 he was elected a 
fellow of the Royal Society. When the Eddystone Lighthouse 
was destroyed in 1752, Smeaton was recommended as the fit- 
test person to repairthe damage. The cutting of the rock for 
the foundation of the building was commenced August 5, 
1756 ; the first stone was landed on the rock June 12, 1757; 
the building was finished at the above date; and the lantern 
lighted on the 16th, where it has since continued to throw its 
warning rays amid the calm and the tempest.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. © 


VirNNA.—On the 19th ult. General Haynau paid a visit to the 
Emperor, and the day beforé he was present with the Baron Jella-

DeENMARK.—For some days the negotiations between Denmark, 
on the diié hand, and the Grahd Duke d’Oldenburg and the great 
powers of Europe, on the other, to definitively regulate the question 
of the sticcéssion to the throne of Denmark, have been going on 
actively. If, as everything indicates, the present King should per- 
sist in his design of resigning, and his old uncle, Prince Ferdinand, 
having Annotincéd the same intentions, it is scarcely doubtful that 
ee crown will devolve to the dynasty of thé Grand Duke of Olden- 

urg. 

St. Pk&rerspurG.—The Journal de St. Petersburg announces 
that the Imperial Court will go into mourning for two weeks on 
account of the death of the late King of the French. 

Unirep Sratés.—By the arrival of the royal mail steam-ship 
Hrsernia, from Boston and Halifax, at Liverpool on Sunday night, 
we have the United States mails of the 18th and Halifax of the 
20th ult. Among the principal items of news'we learn that the 
Government had received official notice of the arrangement of 
another expedition against Cuba, but expressed the most resolute 
determination to suppress it. The bill abolishing slavery in the 


district of Columbia had finally passed, and Mr. Stephens had given’ 


notice of his intention to bring in bills to abolish’slavery in New 
Mexico and Utah, and to repeal the Fugitive Slave Bill. The Jenny 
Lind fever raged unabated. 


Tur CApe.—Cape of Good Hope papers to the 21st July have 
come to hand.

PRorectTion OF WoMEN.—PrizE Essay.—The com- 
mittee of the Associate Institution for Improving and Enforcing

the Legislature and the country. Ithas, therefore, determined to offer 
a prize of 100 guineas for the best essay on ‘‘ the laws respecting the 
protection of women.”’ The essay should be historical, theoretical, 
and practical. It should give a clear and concise view of the policy 
of law prevailing in this and other countries, in the present and in 
earlier times, with respect to the protection of women from the 
machinations and allurements of vice. It should attempt an appre- 
ciation of the different views of law and of morals, which its historic 
survey would exhibit as having been from time to time predominant 
in legislation, and it should set forth what may appear to the 
writer to be the true principles of legislation in this respect. In 
explaining the actual state of the law in this country at the present 
time it should seek to be eminently practical, and to constitute 
itself a guide to the lawyer, the legislator, the magistrate, and the 
thinking public. It should suggest the best practical reforms and 
the modes of obtaining them, with the probable results of the im- 
provements in law which its author would recommend. Accurate 
references to authorities are obviously very desirable. The essay 
should conclude with a succinct and lucid summary of its author’s 
historical, theoretical, and practical views. The prize of 100 guineas 
is to be considered as entitling the committee to the exclusive copy- 
right of the successful essay. The right is reserved to the adjudi- 
cators of withholding the prize, should none of the essays be, in 
their opinion, deserving of it. ‘Ihe essays of unsuccessful competi- 
tors will be returned to them.

Tus NepAvuLese Princre’s VALUABLES. — At the 
Westminster County Court, on Saturday last, a case attracted some 
dttention in consequence of its connection with the officers of the 
Nepaulese embassy. The action was in tort. for having unlawfully 
entered the premises of plaintiff, and demanded property entrusted 
to his care for repair by the Nepaulese Ambassador. ‘I'he plaintiff 
laid his damages at £10. The plaintiff, who said he was a tailor in 
Windmill-street, Haymarket, stated that he had been employed by 
the Nepaulese Ambassador and his brother to make clothes. He 
waé in daily attendance upon them for some time. The Princes, 
approving of his work, gave him a cap and belt to repair, but men- 
tioned no particular time for them to be returned. These articles 
were covered with diamonds ‘and other gems, and were valued at 
£200,000. It took three days to match the velvet for the belt, from 
its peculiarity, being composed of different colours, and altogether 
different from that manufactured in this country. On the day in 
question (the 24th of July) he went out in the evening with his 
wife, leaving the articles locked up, and upon his return, at half-past 
eleven o’clock that night, he was surprised to find the defendant, 
with Inspector Darkin, of the A division, and a person named 
Morant, interpreter to the Nepaulése Prince, in his rooms, on the

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DREADFUL MURDER OF A CLER-

The village of Frimley Grove has been the 
scene of one of the most daring burglaries, 
attended with murder, that has occurred 
for many years. And first we lament to 
record the death, by violence, of the 
highly-respected and Rev, George Edward 
Hollest, who has held the perpetual curacy

The Rev. Mr. Hollest was 
a married man, his household consisting 


of himself, his wife, a man servant, and 


two maid servants; and on the night of ° 


yesterday week (FRIDAY) his two sons, 
ouths of fourteen and fifteen, were at 


ome, having just arrived from school. 


On that night the family retired to rest at 


their usual hour, shortly before eleven 
o’clock. Mr. and Mrs. Hollest slept on 
the first floor, in a room overlooking the 
lawn ; the two boys occupied an apartment 
onthe same floor. The man servant slept 
at the top of the house, and a room adjoin- 
ing formed the sleeping apartment of the 
two maid servants. It appears that it was 
Mr. Hollest’s custom when his children 
were at home to leave the door of his bed- 
room ajar, in order that he might overhear 
them in the event of their requiring any- 
thing, and he seems to have done so on 
the night in question. After retiring to 
rest he and Mrs. Hollest were awakened 
about three o’clock on Saturday morning 
last by a sudden increase of light in their 
apartment and a noise of footsteps. On 
their looking up they saw two masked 
figures standing at the foot of their bed, 
but so little suspicion of danger had the 
rev. gentleman that his first impression 
was that his sons were playing him a trick, 
and he told them to begone to bed and not 
play jokes with him at that hour of the 
night. Mrs. Hollest, with a quicker per- 
ception of danger, at once saw the truth 
and screamed aloud. The miscreants in- 
stantly seized Mr. and Mrs. Hollest, and, 
with pistols pointed at their heads, declared 
that if they made the slightest noise they 
would blow their brains out. Mrs. Hollest, 
notwithstanding the imminent peril she 
was in, struggled, and at length succeeded 
in slipping out of bed and seizing a bell- 
rope, upon which her assailant rushed 
round to the side of the bed and threw 
himself upon her with such force as to snap 
the bellrope asunder. The fellow continued to stand over her with 
his pistol pointed to her face, and she states that she fully expected 
to beshot every moment. Mr. Hollest, who, although fifty-four years 
of age, was a very strong and active man, on discovering how matters 
stood, struggled with the villain who stood over him, and at length 
got out of bed, and was in the act of stooping down to reach the poker 
from the fireplace, when his assailant fired at him and wounded him 
inthe abdomen. The unfortunate gentleman was not awareat first 
that he had been struck, and continued to grapple with the fellow, 
endeavouring by every means in his power to preventhis escape. The 
report of the pistol at this moment appears to have alarmed the man 
who was standing over Mrs. Hollest, and he left her for a momentand 
joined his companion. On finding herself released she rushed to 
the fireplace, and, seizing a laige handbell, swung it to and fro 
several times. This had the effect of alarming the burglars, who 
almost immediately left the 
apartment, and, descending

one bolt, which appears to have been done in a very business-like 
manner, indicating that the villains were no novices in crime. 
Having gained an entry, they appear to have set open all the doors, 
so as to afford speedy egress in case of alarm or discovery. The 
front door was propped open by a mat, and two or three other doors 
were found fixed on their hinges by the insertion of knives in the 
crevices. From the positive testimony of Mr. Hollest, there ap- 
pears to be no doubt that three men were engaged in the attack, 
and the amount of property carried off seems to corroborate the 
unfortunate gentleman’s impression. The cool determination of 
the men may be gathered from the fact that within half a mile of 
the spot a quantity of bread and meat, with two or three half- 
empty bottles of wine, stolen from the parsonage-house, have been 
discovered. On the arrival of Mr. Davies, the family surgeon, he 
found Mr. Hollest in very good spirits, and sufficiently collected to

Inspector Kendall here stepped 
forward and requested that this 
answer might not be made public. 

The Coroner said he would be 
very careful to request the repre- 
sentatives of the press present to 
exclude from their reports anything 
which might by possibility interfere 
with the ends of justice. 

The Coroner (to Mrs. Hollest) : 
Had you fastened all the doors be- 
fore retiring to rest? 

Mrs. Hollest: Yes, with the ex- 
ception of the door leading from 
the kitchen to the staircase, which 
I had left open for two or three 
nights previously. 

The Coroner inquired if the jury 
wished to put any questions to 
Mrs. Hollest ? 

The foreman asked whether she 
could undertake to say that the 
tallest of the two men wore a hat ? 

Mrs. Hollest said she thought 
not. His hair appeared to stick 
out at the side very much, but she 
observed no hat or cap upon his 
head. 

Inspector Kendall requested the 
coroner to ask Mrs. Hollest to ex- 
plain the position of the curtains 
on Mr. Hollest’s side of the bed. 

Mrs. Hollest said they were 
drawn close at the head and 
round the footpost, and this might 
have prevented her seeing any third 
man in theroom. 

The Coroner (to Mrs, Hollest) : 
Do you think it possible that there 
were three men in the bedroom at 
any time ? 

Mrs. Hollest: Oh yes, I think 
it very likely. I did not observe 
either the man who stood over me 
or the one who was Struggling 
with Mr. Hollest go to the table 
where my watch was lying, and 
as it is gone I think jt very pro- 
bable that a third person may have 
taken it. 

The examination of Mrs. Hollest 
here closed, and the coroner and 
Jury returned to the White Hart 
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Inn, where the examination of other witnesses was proceeded 
ith. 
bs On the examination of Richard Giles, groom in the service of the 
late Mr. Hollest, all that has been stated above was corroborated. 
In conclusion he said :—‘‘ I founda screw-driver which had been left behind 
by the burglars on the front lawn on Saturday morning, J also found an 
umbrella which had been taken from the kitchen and some pieces of worsted 
stocking near the same place, and a piece of red handkerchief near the 


scullery window.” j 
The screw-driver (a formidable instrument, more than a foot long) was 


here produced, and the coroner asked for the production of the pieces of 


worsted stocking and the handkerchief. 

The inspector of the local police said he had not received them. 

The Coroner expressed his surprise, and said it was most important that 
nothing which might by possibility lead to the detection of the offenders 
should be lost. 

A search was made for the missing articles, and they were shortly after- 
wards found in the custody of another officer. 

Mr. William Davies was next examined. He said: 1am a surgeon, and 
reside at York-town, Frimley. I was sent for about halt-past three o’clock 
on Saturday morning to come and see Mr. Hollest. I was called up by the 
last witness, who told me that the house had been entered by burglars, and 
that his master had been shot. Ix1eturned with him immediately, bringing 
my assistant with me. I found Mr. Hollest in bed. He did not appear to 
suffer much at that time. He was perfectly collected, and related to me 
the whole of the circumstances that had previously occurred. He showed 
me his night-shirt, which was saturated with blood. 1 examined his abdo- 
men, and found an abrasure of the skin within about an itich of the navel 
and a little to the right of the medium line of the abdomen. It was 
a slight abrasion in an oblique direction. About an inch and a 
half below the abrasion I. found a ragged _ oritice, through which 
something had penetrated, atid on probing the part about two inches the 
probe came in contact with the muscle or integument, and prevented my 
penetrating further. I did not come in contact, with any foreign body in 
probing thus far. The wound had every appearance of shaving been caused 
by agun or pistol. I remained with Mr. Hollest until eight o’elock on 
Saturday morning. I considered, from the appearances and the direction 
the foreign body had taken, that the wound was mortal, and T communi- 
cated my unfavourable opinion tu the deceased’s brother, Mr. William Hol- 
lest. I saw deceased frequently afterwards, aiid was with him at his death, 
which took place about twenty minutes past eight o’clock on Sunday even- 
ing. He suffered the most excruciating agony; but rétdinéd his sensibility 
until within two or three hours of his death: j F 

The Coroner: [id Mr. Hollest make any disclostires to you in reference 
to this dreadful affair? 

Mr. Davies: He did. : 

The Coroner: Did hé be’ieve hé was in danger at the time he fade such 
disclosures ? ; 

Mr. Davies: Not at that tine: He told me when I first arrived at Frimley 
on Saturday morning. 

The Coroner: When was hé made awaré of the dangetous charactét of his 
injury? re 

‘MT Davies: About one o’clock on Sunday. The pain he suffered at. this 
time was so great thas we could not hope to obtain any deposition fromm hiin; 

The Coroner: Now, have you since this made a post-mortem examination 
of the deceased’3 remains ? 

Mr. Davies: I have to-day, assisted by Mr. Clarke, of Farnham; who was 
called in on consultation with me 

The Coroner: What is the result of your examination ? : 

Mr. Davies: I traced the external orifice to the internal orifiee; ahd thence 
to the convolution of the bowels. When I laid open thé covering of the 
abdomen I found extensive extravasation over the bowels; In one of the 
convolutions I found an aperture passing through the bowels. On ’pursuing 
the examination I found the bowels adhering together from recent inflam- 
mation, and on examining the lower part of the cavity of the stomach I found 
loose, in the fold of the peritoneum, between the bladder and rectum, a small 
marble, which I now produce. 

Mr. Davies here produced a single marble of a dark: grey colour, which 
was handed round to the jury. It appeared lighter than stone, but was 
described by some of the jury as a common “stone ” or marble. 

In reply to the coroner, Mr. Davies said the marble corresponded exactly 
With the orifice in the stomach, as well as with the wound in the bowels. 

Examination continued: Mr. Hollest stated to me that the man fired the 
pistol at the time he was stooping to take the poker from the fireplace, and 
this would account for the direction of the wound. I was Mr. Hollest’s 
medical attendant. He usually enjoyed good health. 1 have no hesitation 
in stating his death to have been caused by the wounds described. 

Mr. Robert Clarke, surgeon, of Farnham, corroborated the evidence of 
Mr. Davies in every particular. 

The Coroner (addressing the police) said: Do I understand that you have 
any party here who can depose to having seen the three men in custody on 
this charge in Frimley village on Friday night ? 

Inspector Hollington: Yes, sir. A young woman in the service of Mr. 
Mayberry, a surgeon of this place, has already identified two of the men, 
She saw three men together in front of her master’s house about half-past 
twelve o’clock on Friday night, and she has identified two of the prisoners 
as being of the party. 

The Coroner here desired that the prisoners, who were all in custody down 
stairs, should be placed in the taproom among other parties, and that the 
girl alluded to should then be asked if she could point them out. 

This was immediately done, and, although the prisoners were each placed 
at a different part of the room, the girl upon entering directly pointed out 
the two men Smith and Jones. The third prisoner she could not recognise. 

The officers having communicated the result to the coroner, 

Mary Goulstone, the girl in question, was sworn and examined. In reply 
to the coroner she stated that she was a nursemaid in the service of Mr. 
Mayberry, and that on Friday night last, about half-past twelve o’clock, she 
was looking out of her bedroom window, which was on the second floor, and 
faced the street, when she saw three men standing on a grass plot nearly in 
front of her master’s house. She took particular notice of them, as she 
thought one of them appeared to be tipsy. One of them wore a green felt 
hat, with light shooting-coat and dark trousers. Another wore a flat cap, 
but she did not notice the dress of the third. The one with the felt hat 
was the tallest of the three, and stood in the middle. The moon was shining 
brightly, and enabled her to distinguish the features of two of the men. 
She had never seen them before nor since until that afternoon. She had 
just seen two of them in the taproom, and had no difficulty in recognising 
them, as she kad xo particularly observed them on Friday night. On her 
oath she was positive two of the men she had just seen in the taproom were 
the same men she saw in front of her master’s house on Friday night. 

The Coroner : Are the names of these men known? 

Sergeant Kendall: ‘fo the officers, sir. You can have them if you wish. 

The Coroner: No, never mind. (To the witness): Have you stated any of 
these circumstances before to any one? 

Witness: After hearing on Saturday morning what had occurred at Mr. 

ollest’s, I told my wistress that I had seen three men in front of our 
houre on the previous wight, and that I suspected they were concerned 
in it. 

The three prisoners were hete introduced, and 

Witness immediately pointed out the two she had previously identified. 

The Coroner (addressing the prisoners) said he supposed they were aware 
that a very serious charge had been made against them. he last witness 
had declared that she had seen them in Frimley on Friday night, at half-past 
twelve; and he wished to inform them that they were at liberty to ask them 
any questions if they chose to do so. 

3 ae prisoner Smith said (sharply): What time does she say she saw mein 
Srimley ?

Smith (to witness): You saw me in the taproom of the White Hart at half- 
past twelve on Friday night, did you? 

Coroner: Oh, no! ‘he witness does not say so. She says that she saw 
you in Frimley village. 

Smith: Then I can deny it. Excuse me, gentlemen, all round, the witness 
has not spoken the truth. I cau bring a respectable publican to prove that 
I was not in Frimley on Friday. 

The Coroner (to the prisoner Jones): Do you wish to ask the witness any 
questions ? 

Jones: No more than that I can bring a witness to prove I was not in 
Frimley on Friday. 

The Coroner: Exactly; that you can do at a future time. 

The prisoners having been removed, 

‘The Coroner said he thought the last witness had given her evidence very 
creditably.

It was only after the arrival of the prisoners at Frimley on Tuesday morn 
ng that anything approaching evidence of a criminatory character waS 
obtained against them.

ENTRANCE OF THE BURGLARS. , 
(As described in the evidence of Richard Giles, groom to the Rev. Mr. Hoiles?.) 
“On Friday night,” Richard Giles observes, ‘“« [ went to bed about ten 


o’clock. I slept at the top of the house. About three o’clock on Saturday 
morning I heard the report of a pistol or gun, and immediately afterwards 


screaming, followed by the ringing of a bell. I then heard the footstens of 
persons in the room below, as if some persons were jumping about without 


any shoes on, I got out of bed and ran down stairs.. On opening the door 
leading from the back staircase to the landing, I met Mr. Hollest coming up 
to his room, where I found Mrs. Hollest. She said th» house had been robbed, 
and the rogues or thieves had shot my master, and that I was to go and 
fetch the female servants. I returned up stairs and met Ellen and Elizabeth, 
the maid servants, coming out of their room. 1 told them to wait for me 
until f got astick from my bedroom, and, having obtained it, I returned dowti 
stairs to my master and mistress, | had heard a second repott of a gun iti the 
house just as I left my room the first time. When I returned down stairs the 
second time I saw master holding his stomach where he had been shot. | By 


his direction I looked round the house, and found that an entrance had been 


gained through the scullery window, where the woodwork had been cut away and 


the iron bar removed. 1 subsequently went and alarmed the neighbourhood 


and called the constables Huntingford and Macey. Having done so I went 
to Blackwater for Mr. Davies, the surgeon, who returned with me imme: 


diately.” 
We give an ILLUSTRATION of the forcible entry here described. 


THE ROOM IN WHICH THE REV. MR. HOLLEST WAS SHOT. 
Of this room we give a delineation executed on the spot. The circum- 


stances attending the fatal act on Mr. Hollest descending the stairs to the 


room iu question are alluded to in the evidence given before the coroner by 
Mr. Davies. The latter says :—‘* Mr. Hollest stated_to me that the man fired 
the pistol at the time he was stooping to take the poker from the fireplace, 
and this would account for the direction of the wound.” 

On this subject also Macey, tie village constable, who was the first person 
to reach the parsonage-house after the alarm had been given, says :—“* He 
went up into Mr, Hollest’s bedroom, and found him lying down, with a cloth 
bound round his abdomen to stop the flow of blood. Macey inquired if he 
thought he was much hurt. The unfortunate geutleman said he thought not, 
and at once proceeded to relate the circumstances of the attack. Mr. Hollest 
told Macey that he never heard or saw anything until he observed two figures 
standing at the foot of his bed. After the pistol was fired, Mr. Hollest said 
he continued to wrestle with his assailant, and was rapidly getting the 
better of him, when the other man, who had been engaged with Mrs. Hollest, 
left her, and, coming to his comrade’s assistance, enabled him to e:cape out 
of the apartment. Mr. Hollest added that he did not know he was shot 
until he saw blood trickling down his legs after he had fired his gun across 


the lawn.” 
THE ESCAPE OF THE BURGLARS. 

As may be supposed, few particulars have hitherto transpired respecting 
the escape of the murderous viliains engaged in this dreadful exploit. In 
the first intimation respecting the outrage committed it was stated that one 
of three men who were seen together at Frimley carried a large black bag. # 
This was in the afternoon of Friday week. The groom, in his evidence belore 
the coroner as given above, observed :—“I have since looked round the 
house, and in the front garden have seen prints of footsteps of naked feet. 
I had not seen any persons lurking in the neighbourhood on the Friday.” 

The officers engaged in the case have been instructed not to relax in their 
exertions to discover any thing which may lead to the detection of the guilty 
parties, or tend to increase the suspicion against the men at present in 
custody. here are some circumstances in connection with these men 
which, not transpiring publicly on Tuesday, have hitherto escaped notice. 
It appears that they have long been known to the local police of Guildford 
and Godalming as very daring and expert thieves, and the fact that they 
generally pursued their nefarious operations together seems to have led to 
their apprehension. When the circumstances of the attack upon Mr. Hol- 
les:’s house and person became known, the local police, with that peculiar 
acumen which belongs to the craft, at once suspected that the parties in 
custody might have been engaged in the affair. A close watch was accord- 
ingly set upon the usual haunts of these men, and, after the lapse of a few 
hours, during which they had been severally followed, the three met on 
Sunday evening at the Rose and Crown beer-shop in Guildford, where 
their apprehension was immediately effected, On being taken into 
custody they expressed their willingness to accompany the officers 
wherever they chose, declaring at the same time their entire ignorance 
of the crime with which they were charged. On being questioned 
as to how they had passed the previous forty-eight hours, they denied 
having been in each other’s company. The man who calls’ himself 
Hiram Smith, but whose real name is Richard Trower, said that he 
was at Kingston-on-Thames on Friday night, and went to the theatre 
at that place. He added that he got a lift from Guildford to King- 
ston in a fish-cart, and returned on Saturday by therailway. Levi Harwood 
declared that he was on London-bridge at eight o’clock on Saturday morning, 
looking for work, but, finding none, he came down to Guildford by the same 
night’s train on the South-Kastern Railway: The man Jones accounted for 
his time in a similar manner, and nothing was gleaned from either to fix 
guilt upon one or other of them. Harwood was the only one upon whom 
any money was found. He had two sovereigns in one of his pockets, which 
he stated he bad had by him for some months. Only a few halfpence were 
found upon the others. It is deeply to be regretted that, in consequence of 
the want of a proper lock-up house at Guildford, the prisoners were allowed 
to be together during Sunday night. 1f implicated in the mitter, they had 
thus an opportunity of arranging their defence so as to avoid contradicting 
each other. The magistrates felt this evil so strongly that, on remanding the 
prisoners on Tuesday, they directed that they should be conveyed, one to 
Guildford, another to Farnham, and a third to Godalming, 


A placard, of which the following is a copy, has been extensively 
circulated :— , 

‘* BURGLARY and MURDER. £150 Reward. 

* The dwvelling-house of the Rev. George Edward Hollest, at Frimley 
Grove, Surrey, having been burglariously entered by several men on the 
night of the 2/th of September, 1850, when one of them shot and wounded 
Mr. Hollest, of which wound he died on the 29th, a reward of £190 will be 
paid by her Masesty’s GovernmENT, and a further reward of £50 on 
behalf of the disconsolate WIpow, to any person who shall give such infor- 
mation and evidence as shall lead to the discovery and conviction of the 
burglars. And her Majesty’s gracious pardon will be granted to any accom- 
plice (not being the person who actually fired the shot) who shall give such 
information and evidence as shall lead to the same result.” 


* One of the three men apprehended who had _ previously acknowledged 
his having tried to sell some crockery to Mr. Hollest, as stated above, also 
added, that he had tried hard to get some “ chuck” (bread and meat) out of 
Mr. Hollest, but had falled. The man (Smith) does not deny this statement, 
which at least shows @ degtee of familiarity with the deceased’s residence. 
The other two prisoners are stated to have been recognised as men who have 
been frequently seen in the village of Frimley, 


When the inquest terminated, the coroner directed the court to be cleared 
of strangers, and, after a few minutes’ consultation with the jury, on the 
doors being reopened, it was announced that the inquiry had been adjourned 


for a week.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own. Correspondent.) 

The Prince is so overwhelmed with visitors at the Elysée that he 
has been compelled, notwithstanding his “ approachability,” to 
adopt a general rule for the future—that no one, unless they be 
Ministers or officers of state, shall be admitted without a letter of 
audience. The gossippers and the curious will thus be rendered 
hors de combat ; and in this country they are numerous beyond all 
belief—for the French are nothing if not talkers. The Prince has 
{pet attached to his person, in quality of aide-de-camp, General 
Koguet, formerly page to the Emperor. This choice is justified by 
the honourable military services of the general, who, from 1840 to 
1845, obtained distinction at the head of the 41st Regiment in most 
of the combats which the French army sustained against the Arabs. 

A triple crime has been committed in the commune of Issel, 
belonging to the arrondissement of Castelnaudary—murder in order 
to commit robbery, and arson to destroy all proofs of the two 
former crimes. The presumed culprits are in the hands of jus- 
tice. The following details have been arrived at:—On the 
night of the 17th of September a fire broke out in the com- 
mune of Issel, and destroyed three houses and a barn, notwith- 
standing the strenuous efforts of the population to arrest the 
progress of the disaster. The body of Francoise Enguin, a widow, 
was taken from amidst the ruins in a state of semi-calcination. 
It was remarked that none of the copper or iron utensils with 
which the house of the widow was known to be furnished could 
be found, and a suspicion arose that they had been stolen. On the 
20th of September a ceremony took place at which the whole 
population of the locality were anxious to be present; it was the 
burial of M, Cabanis, rotary and mayor of the commune. Eugenie 
Auriol, granddaughter of Francoise Enguin, recognised upon the 
head of Angelique Fabre, who was following the funeral proces- 
sion, a coiffe which had belonged to her grandmother, and imme- 
diately proceeded to declare this fact to the adjoint, who summoned 
Angelique Fabre to appear before him, and questioned her as to 
how she became possessed of the coiffe. She replied that she had 
bought it of aman named Guilhem, and that they might search her 
house, for she was sure they would find nothir g but what belonged 
to her. The adjoint, taking her at her word, proceeded with the 
garde champétre and several other persons to the house of Angelique 
Fabre, where discovery was made of a bed with furniture complete, 
ten chemises, seven petticoats, three jackets, two cauldrons, a 
saucepan, and a multitude of other articles, which were recognised 
by her relations and neighbours as the property of the widow 
Enguin. All these objects were deposited in the keeping of the 
mayor. On the 21st the Procureur of the Republic, the investi- 
gating magistrate, and the lieutenant of the gendarmerie repaired 
to Issel. Angelique Fabre was brought before them, and there 
stated that the furniture found in her house had belonged to the 
unfortunate widow, and that in concert with a man named Barton- 
ville the alleged complicated wickednees had been committed. 
Crime here is rarely perpetrated “ by halves.”’ 

A journal of Bruges says that the news of the health of the 
Queen is not very reassuring; that it is desired to remove the 
august patient to Brussels, but that her state of weakness is such 
that the physicians dare not permit the removal. There is great 
exaggeration in all this. It is quite true that it is desired to wait 
some days before removing the Queen to Brussels; but it is happily 
equally true that there is a sensible difference for the better in the 
present state of her Majesty, compared with what it was fifteen days 
ago. The most alarming symptoms have diminished, and, thanks 
to Heaven, there is a real improvement. 

The new law relative,to the press continues to be a subject of 
embarrassment to the conductors of Newspapers. It threatens 
completely to upset many established reputations, and to bring 
forward a series of names hitherto unknown to fame. 

The Court of Prussia has gone into mourning for a fortnight for 
the late King Louis Philippe. 

On the 10th all the cavalry, consisting of fifty-two squadrons, is 
to be reviewed by Louis Napoleon. 

It is said that the Queen Marie Amélie is about to proceed to 
Andalusia on a visit to the Duc de Montpensier.

THE ARcTIC EXPEDITION.—ARRIVAL OF THE Nortu STAaR.—Her Ma- 
jesty’s ship the North Star, which went out to the Arctic regions a year and 
a half ago, as a tender to the expedition of Sir James Clark Koss, in search 
of Sir John Franklin, unexpectedly arrived at Spithead at half-past ten on 
Saturday morning last. The Admiralty has received the following note:— 
‘* No intelligence of Sir John Franklin. Captain Austin was in Lancaster 
Sound. Captain Forsyth,in the Prince Albert, off Possession Bay, on the 
30th of August, returning to England. Captain Forsyth had been to Port 
Bowen and Port Leopold. He left the Lady Franklin, Sophia, Assistance, 
Intrepid, and Felix, in Wellington Channel; all well. North Star last from 
Pond’s Bay, 5th of September. North Star succeeded this year in landing 
her provisions at eastern extremity of Navy Board Inlet, just within the 
easternmost Wollaston Island, having failed in doing so last year. Mr. 
Saunders has had no personal communication with Captain Austin, not 
having seen any of the squadron. Captain Forsyth may be looked for every 

ay.’

INSOLVENT DEBTORS’ COURT. 

BreEACH OF PROMISE OF MarriaGE.—On Tuesday, Codish Jerski, a 
Polish Jew, applied to be discharged, supported by Mr. Cooke. He had 
only one creditor in his schedule, a Miss Jane Samuel, to whom he owed 
£41. 3s. 6d., as the damages and costs accruing in an action for breach of 
promise of marriage—The chief commissioner asked what was the meaning 
of the statement opposite the only debt in the schedule, from which it 
appeared that the parties had made an agreement that £20 should be 
forfeited if either refused to marry the other.—Mr. Cooke explained that an 
agreement was signed with the view of ascertaining the damages if either 
declined to marry. It wasin the nature of liquidated damages. ‘The sum 
fixed upon was £20, and the remainder was for law expenses.—His Honour 
required some explanation respecting a statement as to a fire in College- 
place, St. Pancras, and the insolvent’s confinement in the workhouse.—It 
appeared that the insolvent was a lodger at 61, College-place, Camden-town, 
where a fire occurred, and, in jumping from a window, he hurt his frame and 
nervous system, and was confined for several weeks in St. Pancras Work- 
house.—Mr. Cooke remarked that the young woman’s father had desired bim 
not to visit at his house, and afterwards an action was bronght against him.— 
Chief Commissioner: Well, he may go.—The insolvent was ordered to be dis- 
charged. 


ATROCIOUS CASE OF STABBING,—JUVENILE RUFFIANS. 

At Marylebone, John Cady and Charles Smith, the eldest pot more than 
17 years old, were charged with vio'ently assaulting and wounding 
Edward Batchelor, aged 15, who, in consequence of a stab which he had 
received, was stated to be in a most alarming condition.—Richard Denny 
said: At ten on Saturday night I and Edward Batchelor, with several others, 
were going down the Bayswater-road, when we saw the prisoners larking 
together. We passed them, and presently they ran in amongst us, and some 
words were exchanged. I and my companions crossed over into Albion- 
street, when the prisoners rushed out upon us from a mews, and Smith, 
without saying a word, gave me a severe blow upon the head. I fell to the 
ground, when both the prisoners kicked me violently, and Edward Batchelor 
exclaimed, “* What a shame it is for you to kick him like that!” I was much 
hurt, and for a time lay stunned.—James Batchelor (brother of the wounded 
youth) said: 1 was one of the party, and when the prisoners came down upon 
us from the mews I heard Smith say, while pointing to him (Denny), 
*That’s him that wanted to fight!” and immediately knocked him down as 
he has stated, Cady then said,‘ Where is the next that wants to fight?” 
and smith said, ‘t ah, where is he? I'll stab half of them.” I saw a knife in 
his hand; my brother went to help Denny, and all went on to fight. The 
prisoners got my brother close agaiast the wall, when voth kept hitting him 
as hard as they could, and all of a sudden my brother cried out, ‘ He has 
stuck the knife into me!” He staggered towards a step, upon which he sat, 
and told me that blood was Streaming down his leg. A gentleman came up, 
and assisted him to the house of a surgeon.—A certificate from the hospital 
was handed tothe bench. Itset forth that there was a punctured wound in the 
left groin, exactly oyey the course of the principal artery, and that the patient 


wasinavery precarious condition. Diligentsearch has been made for the knife, 
butas yet ithas not been met with. The trousers were perforated as if with 4 
knife.—Another witness, named Atcheson, corroborated a considerable por- 
tion of the foregoing evidence. —The prisoners, who denied the charges 
against them, were remanded for further examination till Monday next.

Lord LiForp, in a few words expressing his cordial concurrence 
with the objects of the society, moved a vote of thanks to the mem- 
bers of the committee for thé liberal and earnest manner in which 
they had come forward tq establish the association, and enable per- 
sons to emigrate under such favourable auspices. 

Samuet Srpngy, Esq., the well-known emigrant’s friend, 
seconded the resolution. He briefly described the colony and the 
mode of farming there. He eulogized Mrs. Chisholm’s active and 
benevolent exertions, and gaye a short exposition of her plan, and 
expressed his satisfaction that those violations of decency which it 
had been lamentable to see in other ships had been removed by 
the arrangements of the vessel. This society had not been forced 
into public notice by dint of advertising, for the whole expenses of 
the society for meetings, printing, and advertising, had not 
exceeded £100. It was satisfactory to know that the society was 
genuine, and that their money was not jabbed away to provide 

laces and patronage for anybody. There was no exclusiveness; 
T that was required was that the emigrant should be of a good 
and honest character. After some further remarks, Mr. Sidney 
concluded by expressing the hope that this was but the commence- 
ment of a stream of emigration which would for ever flow on. 

Resolution carried unanimously. 

Mr. Mosman, a gentleman lately arrived from the colony, joined 
in the praises that had been pronounced upon Mrs. Chisholm, who, 
he said, had left good behind her wherever she had been. He 
expressed his approval of the plan. He described the colony, in 
which he had resided ten years, to the meeting, and the difference 
there of the scenery and of the agricultural proceedings. He was 
a naturalist, and had travelled all over these colonies, and he 
described the beauty of the climate. Port Phillip, he thought, was 
the garden of Australia. 

F. G. Nrison, Esq., the celebrated actuary, returned thanks. 

Mr. HARDING then called attention to a flag embroidered with 
Mrs. Chisholm’s initials, and hung in the room. It had been pre- 
sented to her by some ladies, and he trusted it would wave not 
only over that ship, but others that should take out ill-paid labour 
to a place where it would be better acknowledged. He then called 
for three cheers for Mrs. Chisholm, which were heartily given, and, 
that lady making her obeisance in acknowlegment, the meeting 
separated.

there issued from the captain’s apartments a train of clergymen, al 
arrayed in surplices, about twenty-four in number! They mounte 
the poop and went through the beautiful services of our Establishe 
Church; then a sermon was delivered, which produced a deep an 
Serious Impression on the assembly, while the psalms sung, pe!” 
haps, Were never echoed on the vauit of heaven with more fervour 
and sincerity. Later in the afternoon an address on teetotalism™ 
was delivered. The sacred day was spent in listening to the sub- 
lime truths of holy writ, and in showing that they must be the 
guide of erring man, who would desire happiness on earth at 
deserve eternal life in heaven. 

We found that among the emigrants were 120 communicants of 
the Church of England, two Jewesses, and the others about equally 
divided between Wesleyans and Roman Catholics. 

On Monday Mrs. Chisholm went on board to bid the emigrants 
farewell. The men all came on deck and seated themselves aroun 
their noble patron and friend. She exhorted them as to their con- 
duct, when they unanimously pledged themselves ‘‘as Christian 
fathers and heads of families to exercise a parental control an 
guardianship over all orphans and friendless females proceeding 
with the family groups, to protect them as their children, and allow 
them to share the same cabins as their daughters ; also to discourag® 
gambling and any pernicious amusements during the voyage; at 
»y parental advice and good example to encourage and promote 
some well-devised system of self-improvement during the passage.” 
The lady likewise begged of them not only to be the guardians of 
the females, but also of religious liberty to all their fellow-vovageTs. 
Mrs. Chisholm, proceeding below, in amost feeling manner addressed 
the females on their conduct and duties. The moment for sepata* 
tion now arrived, but the pen is powerless in describing the scen® 
that took place. A young Jewess clasped her in her arms kissed 
her, and called her “her dear mother.” Other females wept aloud.

We have mentioned it in the latter part of our account of the fare- 
well group meeting. It was of ‘true blue” colour, having in gold- 
coloured type a monogram of Mrs. Chisholm’s name, C. C., linked 
together by the stout part of the letters, and surrounded by the 
letters F. C. L. S.--Family Colonization Loan Society. The inde- 
fatigable Mrs, Chisholm was on board, practically and beneficially 
bestowing her experience, and with maternal solicitude superin- 
tending all arrangements for the domestic comforts of the emi- 
grants. A party of six friendless handsome Irish girls seemed to 
have a large share of her attention and care; all that circumstances 
and kuman foresight could provide for their well-being, and exhor- 
tation to prudence and caution of conduct, was judiciously 
bestowed. Jd was surprising to watch how any unexpected difficulty 
that arose was promptly removed, how every petty detail was 
regarded and controlled, by this extraordinary woman. A family at 
the last moment found they could not go by this vessel—another, 
anxious and ready, filled their places; a family presented itself, the 
mother of whom but four days before had undergone the ordeal of 
maternity—Mrs. Chisholm, in respect of her sex, promised a pas- 
sage in three weeks by another vessel, but was met by a refusal; 
she then declined the responsibility of receiving the anxious emi- 
grant without a doctor's certificate; this was procured, and the 
invalid carried on board. The searching eye of Mrs. Chisholm 
caught the face of a baby, and she detected incipient measles 
in the family. They were tenderly refused admission, and 
carefully placed in a cab, with money for their immediate 
requirements, and promise of future attention and an early passage. 
We noticed with melancholy feelings a poor youth who had set out 
in life with all the bright aspirations of fame as an artist; his first 
public attempt met with disfavour; his buoyant hopes were pros- 
trated, a blight seized his mind, and he sank under the unexpected 
blow; despondency overshadowed him, and, paralyzed in action, he 
sought a new life, home, and country, where, unknown, and with 
other occupations, he might gain a renewal of energy of mind. 
We have at many ports witnessed the departure of emigrants, when 
it seemed as if the separation was a violent tearing up of sturdy 
raots of affection, agony and despair being wound up to the highest 
pitch of human endurance. Jn the present instance, when the 
command for departure was given, it appeared to us as if the affec- 
tions about to be separated were but slender tendrils; and in this 
one fact is shown the nobleness and virtue of the scheme. Among 
these emigrants were many about to join in ease and comfort their 
dearest friends, while others had on board around them their rela- 
tives and families, all that was nearest and most beloved by them 
on earth. Thus itis a system in accordance with nature—with God's 
holiest laws. Certainly in all gases there are exceptions—two

WrnpuaM Harpina, Hsq., one of the saciety’s finance commit- 
tee, came forward, and said he had been requested ta give an account 
of an undertaking, the object and Jeading pringiple of which was to 
make emigration sel sHBpAEH RE, so’ that the working classes, 
instead of being dependent upon the parish rates, and upon eleemo- 
synary subscriptions for the meang pf emigrating, should be enabled, 
if of good chatacter, to obtain sufficient credit for those means of 
removing their caahate which was their labour, to a field where it 
would be ropes! r'yewarded. When a working man came to that 
society and gave ample testimony of good character and skill in his 
trade the society felt justified in telling him that if he could raise a 
certain part—say halt _—of the expense of conveying himself and his 
family to Australia they would try if they could lend him the other 
half. If it were asked what security the society had far the return 
of the advance, as he had no property, the answer was that there 
was the security of his character and of his family ties, which dis- 
tance strengthened. Mrs. Chisholm, whose experience was so 
great, felt satisfied that as long as the society had the security of 
the power of sending out a man’s family to him they had ample 
guarantee for the return of the money they might advance to him 
for his own passage. Therefore they said to him, that when he 
had paid the money it would not be lost to him, for they would lend 
it again to take out some of his relations, and so on in succession, 
This society had been formed in October, 1849, by Mrs. Chisholm. 
That lady had received the assistance of a committee remarkable 
for the high character and great abilities of the gentlemen who 
composed it; and no men were more honourably known in the 
country than Mr. Sidney Herbert and Mr. Vernon Smith. It then 
became necessary to form a society among the emigrants them- 
Selves, and at the first meeting above 100 persons were in commu- 
nication with Mrs. Chisholm, all anxious to join the society. The 
result now was, that above 400 persons had enrolled themselves 
members of this excellent society, every one of whom had con- 
tributed more or less for the purpose of emigration. He believed 
that there were about 90 children and about 50 families going in 
‘the first band by the Slains Castle. Upwards of 40 young girls 
who were going out would, by the arrangements of the society, be 
taken in the care of respectable families. The 400 persons belong- 
ing to the society had scraped together and subscribed about £1600 
of their own towards the expenses of the voyage, and of this £1400 
had been subscribed by those on board. The sum of £600 more 
was wanted to complete the arrangements for sending out a second 
ship, and, with the money they had in hand, a subscription to that 
amount would enable the society to do so. Mr. Harding then pro- 
ceeded to impress upon the emigrants—admitting, however, that 
he thought it superfluous to do so, for he had confidence in them— 
the obligation they were under to return punctually the advances 
that were made to them. He put it to them on the ground of 
honour—that honour which was commonly, but erroneously, 
ascribed only to persons of rank and wealth, but which he believed 
existed in the working classes as much; and he felt assured of the 
return of this money. He then adverted, amid loud cheering, to 
the unceasing and wonderful exertions made by Mrs. Chisholm on 
their behalf. 

Ropert Lowe, Esq., who was introduced as lately a member of 
the Legislative Council of New South Wales, moved the first reso- 
lution as follows :—‘ That the warmest thanks of the emigrants 
proc eding by the Slains Castle to Australia, and of all interested in 
emigration, are due to Mrs. Chisholm and her family for their 
patient, disinterested, and successful efforts for establishing family 
colonization.” He had known Mrs. Chisholm before she com- 
menced her brilliant and useful career. He had known her in 
Australia, and had witnessed her exertions there; smaller, indeed, 
in scale, but equal in practical usefulness ; and where her personal 
sacrifices were as great as those she had since undergone in Eng- 
land in the cause of the working classes. He wished to record his 
admiration of the excellent scheme Mrs. Chisholm had promul- 
gated. He disclaimed the notion of importing merely labourers in 
a colony; he wished to import citizens. He helieved that Mrs. 
Chisholm had hit upon the natural mode of emigration and co!oniza- 
tion. The society did not propose to take fathers from their wives 
and children merely for the sake of their labour. They did not wish 
merely to find labour for a number of capitalists, but they wished to 
import into the colony English feelings, English ties, English 
institutions, and English principles, That desideratum could not 
be if they began. by severing the links which bound mankind 
together. He thought that Mrs. Chisholm’s was not only the most 
humane and natural plan, but that it would be the most successful. 
Mr. Lowe then bestowed some wholesome advice upon the emi- 
grants, relative to the conduct they should pursue when arrived in 
the colony; to avoid the temptations that would surround them, 
and shun bad company. He then pronounced a glowing eulogium | 
upon Mrs. Chisholm. It was not merely for her genius, or for the 
industry with which she had laboured in the cause, or for her entire 
pecuniary disinterestedness, but for the principle which lay at the 
bottom of all—the deep fountain of untiring benevolence which 
had enabled her, and would enable her, to labour to the end of her 
career, for no other qbject than the benefit and happiness of her 
fellow-creatures. He prophesied that the result of this society’s 
exertions would be success; and he confidently predicted that Mrs. 
Chisholm would leave a name that would be long remembered by 
posterity. (Cheers. ) ; 

The Hon. Vernon Smirtu, M.P., expressed his cordial coneur- 
rence in all the approbation which had been bestowed upon Mrs. 
Chisholm, for he had been a witness of her untirin exertions. 
Why, if the present scheme, as far as it had gone, had been carried 
out under other management, it would have required an establish- 
ment of clerks and a whole array of machinery ; but it assumed its 
present shape solely by her personal efforts. It being a farewell 
meeting of the groups he was unwilling that it should take place 
without some member of the committee being present, and he 
being nearer town than Lord Ashley or Mr. Sidney Herbert, who 
were in Scotland, he had come from the county in which he resided 
to attend it. He had joined the committee because he saw nothing 
in the scheme that savoured of exagzeration or that held out false. 
hopes. Mrs. Chisholm did not tell them that they would make 
rapid fortunes in Australia, but only that they would find adequate 
means for the support of themselves and their families. No ex pec- 
tation had been held ott that they would pick up, gold, but merely 
that they would attain that reasonable and certain fortune which 
would certainly be denied to them if they stopped in this country. 
The hon. gentleman praised the arrangements of the vessel and its 
provision for separation.. Fhe arrangements of the committee had 
been made with one of the most honourable and responsible houses 

_in the country, Messrs. Hall, Brothers. The ship was by one of the 
best builders in the country, Mr. Wigtam; and there was every 
security for them that human power could extend to them.

Lesson No. 4. 


SNAKE-PATTERN CHAIN. 


This chain we recommend our readers to work without a tube: it 
will require to have three weights attached to the loop under the 


table of about 3 oz. weight each, the same-sized weights to be 
attached to the strands. ‘This pattern requires sixteen strands of 
hair, all of which must be carefully arranged on the circle of the 
table in sets of twos, If well executed, this pattern ranks among 
our first for elegance and simplicity. Your work arrange and 
commence thus :— 


We presume the lady seated at the mark () on the diagram,

and that P and O are at the right hand, and A and B at the left. 
The work commences by taking P in the right hand, and passing it 
over A and B; Cis left mute; and the next one worked is D; this 
passes over Kand F; Gisnow mute; His the next strand worked ;

passed over Mand N; Ois mute. We would here observe the 
worker will now find she has traversed round her table within one 
strand, which is the mute one lettered O. The next strand moved 
must be letter A, which is to the left of the mark (4). You now 
work back again, placing A over two strands to the right of the

table and missing one; this has been the character of the work 
throughout, to work over two and miss one, first to the left hand and 
then to the right. The whole of the work continues the same until 
the length of the hair is exhausted. This plat being extremely 
delicate, we recommend our fair readers to pay the greatest atten- 
tion to our directions, and not allow any of the hairs to break 
through hasty movement of the strands. Moreover, the process of 
boiling may be dispensed with. A bracelet of this pattern made in 
lengths, and then platted in a Grecian plat, is one of the most 
fashionable order. In our next we shall give an ILLUSTRATION of 
this plat in the form of a bracelet. 

The lesson given for the snake chain applies the same to the 
bracelet given in the illustration ; in the latter instance the several 
pieces of chainwork are platted into the Grecian plat. We would 
observe for the bracelet the requisite number of hairs for each 
strand would be twenty-seven, and the tube round which it is 
worked the third of an inch in circumference.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


VienNnaA.—On the 19th ult. General Haynau paid a visit to the 
Emperor, and the day before he was present with the Baron Jella- 
chich and all the Ministers at a banquet given to them by the people 
of Vienna. The municipal council will shortly present Baron 
Haynau with the honorary title of burgess of Vienna. The address 
to be presented to him on the occasion speaks in terms of the most 
energetic contempt of the insult the general received in London. 

DeNMARK.—For some days the negotiations between Denmark, 
on the one hand, and the Grand Duke d’Oldenburg and the great 
powers of Europe, on the other, to definitively regulate the question 
of the succession to the throne of Denmark, have been going on 
actively. If, as everything indicates, the present King should per- 
sist in his design of resigning, and his old uncle, Prince Ferdinand, 
having announced the same intentions, it is scarcely doubtful that 
the crowh will devolve to the dynasty of the Grand Duke of Olden- 
burg. 

St. Pererspurc.—The Journal de St. Petersburg announces 
that the Imperial Court will go into mourning for two weeks on 
account of the death of the late King of the French. 

Unitep Srares.—By the arrival of the royal mail steam-ship 
HipeRNtrA, from Boston and Halifax, at Liverpool on Sunday night, 
we have the United States mails of the 18th and Halifax of the 
20th ult. Among the principal items of news we learn that the 
Government had received official notice of the arrangement of 
another expedition against Cuba, but expressed the most resolute 
determination to suppress it. The bill abolishing slavery in the 
district of Columbia had finally passed, and Mr. Stephens had given 
notice of his intention to bring in bills to abolish slavery in New 
Mexico and Utah, and to repeal the Fugitive Slave Bill. The Jenny 
Lind fever raged unabated. 


Tur Care.—Cape of Good Hope papers to the 21st July have 
come to hand. ‘They are occupied with details relative to the 
exhibition of the ensuing year in London. Very great exertions 
will apparently be made by the Cape people in order that they, too, 
may make a figure in the coming competition of national enterprise. 

Tur West Inpria AND Paciric Matts.—The royal mail steam- 
ship SsveRN, Captain Vincent, arrived at Southampton on Sunday 
from the West Indies, with the usual mails, in charge of Lieutenant 
Strover, R.N. The Severn has brought home seventéén passengers. 
She brings on freight 1,262,456 dollars. 

Jamaica.—By this arrival we have papers to the 7th ult., but 
they contain nothing worth extracting. The cultivation of cotton 
was the only thing that was exciting any interest there, and that 
was being entered into with much spirit.

INAUGURATION OF THR New SHERIFFS or LoNDON 
AND MiIppLESEX.—On Monday, being the morrow of St. Michael 
the Archangel, Alderman Robert Walter Carden, cutler, and Mr. 
George Edward Hodgkinson, citizen and spectacle-maker, were 
presented to the Court of Exchequer before Mr. George Bankes, 
M.P., the Cursitor Baron, in pursuance of ancient custom, to receive 
through him the sanction of her Majesty to their election by the 
citizens of London as Sheriffs of London and joint Sheriff of the 
county of Middlesex. The civic procession entered the court at a 
quarter before three o’clock, having shortly before landed from the 
barges at the foot of Westminster-bridge, In the absence of Mr. 
Stuart Wortley, M.P., the newly-elected Recorder of London, it 
devolved upon Mr. Bullock (senior city judge) to perform the duties 
incidental to the presentation on the part of the corporation, and, 
accompanied by the Lord Mayor, the sword and mace bearers, and 
some of the aldermen, he entered the bar, several officers of the 
corporation being aiso present on the floor of the court. The 
inauguration banquet of the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex took 
place in the evening at the London Tavern. Upwards of 200 gen- 
tlemen assembled to do honour to the occasion. The Right Hon. 
the Lord Mayor presided, and was supported, right and left, by Mr. 
Alderman and Sheriff Carden, and Mr. Sheritf Hodgkinson, the 
hosts of the day. Among other noticeable gentlemen present were 
the Lord Mayor elect, the Cursitor Baron, the Queen’s Remem- 
brancer, Mr. Alderman Humphery, M.P., Mr. Alderman Kelly, 
Mr. Alderman Wilson, Mr. Alderman Hooper, Mr. Alderman 
Hunter, Mr. Alderman Challis, Mr. Alderman Sidney, M.P., Mr. 
Alderman Moon, Mr. Alderman Lawrence, Mr. J. Masterman, 
M.P., Mr. John Walter, M.P., Mr. Raphael, M.P., Sir Moses 
Montefiore, Bart., Sir Felix Calvert, the Chairman of the East India 
Company, the Deputy Governor of the Bank of England, Sir William 
Poland, Mr. ex-Sheriff Laurie, the Coroner for the city of London, 
the Rev. J. J. Davies, &c. The entertainment was served in 
Messrs. Bathe and Breach’s best style, regardless of cost; a more 
magnificent banquet in every respect could scarcely have graced 
the advent of a newcivic year. ‘The dessert having been placed on 
the table, and grace sung by a party of vocalists, under the direction 
of Mr, Jolley, the Lord Mayor proposed, as the first toast, ‘‘The 
health of het Majesty the Queen,” which, in such an assembly, he 
was confident could not fail to be most cordially responded to.

Ciry or Lonpon GENERAL Pension Soctety.—The 
annual general meeting of this society, founded in the year 1818, 
for providing permanent relief, by means of monthly pensions, to 
decayed artisans, mechanics, manufacturers, tradesmen, and the 
widows ofsuch persons, above sixty years of age, has taken place atthe 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, Mr. Luke Hansard in the chair. 
The report detailed the results of the management during the past 
year. Two elections had taken place, at which eight new pen- 
sioners had been added to thelist, There were at present 58 aged per- 
sons receiving relief from this charity, 33 men aiid 25 women. Since 
the foundation of the charity in 1818, 878 pensioners had been on 
the funds, and the sum of £06,214 had been distributed in monthly 
pensions. 


FemMALe Orepuan AsyLumM, LAMBETH.—Much interest 
was excited in this institution on Sunday morning, on the occur- 
rence of the first thanksgiving Sunday since the lamented death of 
the late royal president, the Duke of Cambridge. The chapel and 
the royal chair were hung with black, and the 160 orphan girls 
appeared in deep mourning. ‘lhe sacred edifice was crowded to 
hear the Rev. John Jessop, the morning preacher, after which the 
schoolroom was opened to the public, when the Rev. 8. R. Cattley, 
the chaplain, most feelingly addressed the guardians and orphans, 
ahd distributed purses, containing five guineas each, to five young 
women, who, having been brought up at thé asylum, had faithfully 
served in private families, and attended to receive this reward of 
good service. Her Majesty has lately become patron, and the 
Duke of Cambridge has succeeded his royal father as president of 
this institution, founded in 1758. 


Protrecrion or Women.—Prize Essay.—The com- 
mittee of the Associate Institution for Improving and Enforcing 
the Laws for the Protection of Women is desirous of being enabled 
to publish, and to distribute extensively, an essay of commanding 
merit upon the subject which it seeks to press upon the attention of 
the Legislature and the country. It has, therefore, determined to offer 
a prize of 100 guineas for the best essay on ‘‘ the laws respecting the 
protection of women.” The essay should be historical, theoretical, 
and practical. It should give a clear and concise view of the policy 
of law prevailing in this and other countries, in the present and in 
earlier times, with respect to the protection of women from the 
machinations and allurements of vice. It should attempt an appre- 
ciation of the different views of law and of morals, which its historic 
survey would exhibit as having been from time to time predominant 
in legislatign, and it should set forth what may appear to the 
writer to be the true principles of legislation in this respect. In 
explaining the actual state of the law in this country at the present 
time it should seek to be eminently practical, and to constitute 
itself a guide to the lawyer, the legislator, the magistrate, and the 
thinking public. It should suggest the best practical reforms and 
the modes of obtaining them, with the probable results of the im- 
provements in law which its author would recommend. Accurate 
references to authorities are obviously very desirable. The essay 
shouid conclude with a succinct and lucid summary of its author’s 
historical, theoretical, and practical views. The prize of 100 guineas 
is to be considered as entitling the committee to the exclusive copy- 
right of the successful essay. The right is reserved to the adjudi- 
cators of withholding the prize, should none of the essays be, in 
their opinion, deserving of it. ‘The essays of unsuccessful compéeti- 
to?s will be returned to them. The committee desire to have the 
essay of such a length as could be comprised in a crown octavo 
volume of from 250 to 350 pages of small pica. The Lord Bishop 
of Oxford, Mr. W. Page Wood, Q.C., M.P., and Mr. Roundell 
“Palmer, Q.C., M.P., have kindly consented to act as adjudicators.

Tue NePAULESE Prince’s VALUABLES. — At the 
Westminster County Court, on Saturday last, a case attracted some 
attention in consequence of its connection with the officers of the 
Nepaulese embassy. The action was in tort. for having unlawfully 
entered the premises of plaintiff, and demanded property entrusted 
to his ¢are for repair by the Nepaulese Ambassador. ‘I'he plaintiff 
laid his damages at £10. The plaintiff, who said he was a tailor in 
Windmill-street, Haymarket, stated that he had been employed by 
the Nepaulese Ambassador and his brother to make clothes. He 
was in daily attendance upon them for some time. The Princes, 
approving of his work, gave him a cap and belt to répair, but men- 
tioned no particular time for them to be returned. ‘These articles 
were covered with diamonds ‘and other gems, and were valued at 
£200,000. It took three days to match the velvet for the belt, from 
its peculiarity, being composed of different colours, and altogether 
different from that manufactured in this country. On the day in 
question (the 24th of July) he went ott in the evening with his 
wife, leaving the articles locked up, and upon his return, at half-past 
eleven o’clock that night, he was surprised to find the defendant, 
with Inspector Darkin, of the A division, and a person named 
Morant, interpreter to the Nepaulese Prince, in his rooms, on the 
second floor, where they had been several hours, demanding pos- 
session Of the cap and belt belonging to the Prince of the plaintiff's 
daughter, but who refused to let them have them. The inspector 
mentioned his authority for being there, which was 1n Consequence 
of a charge made at the police-station, by Morant, as coming from 
the Prince; and Witness (plaintiff) then said he would let no one 
have the articles but the Prince himself, from whom he had received 
them; and accordingly went to the Ambassador’s residence in 
Richmond-terrace, where he waited with the articles until three 
o’clock in the morning, when they returned from Willis’s Rooms, 
and signified in broken English that they had given no instructions 
to the police, The witness next stated that he had been much 


injured in his business and credit by the occurrence. Finally ® 
verdict was given for the plaintiff.

The man servant slept 
at the top of the house, and a room adjoin- 
ing formed the sleeping apartment ot the 
two maid servants. It appears that it was 
Mr. Hollest’s custom when his children 
were at home to leave the door of his bed- 
room ajar, in order that he might overhear 
them in the event of their requiring any- 
thing, and he seems to have done so on 
the night in question. After retiring to 
rest he and Mrs. Hollest were awakened 
about three o’clock on Saturday morning 
last by a sudden increase of light in their 
apartment and a noise of footsteps. On 
their looking up they saw two masked 
figures standing at the foot of their bed, 
but so little suspicion of danger had the 
rev. gentleman that his first impression 
was that his sons were playing him a trick, 
and he told them to begone to bed and not 
play jokes with him at that hour of the 
night. Mrs. Hollest, with a quicker per- 
ception of danger, at once saw the truth 
and screamed aloud. The miscreants in- 
stantly seized Mr. and Mrs. Hollest, and, 
with pistols pointed at their heads, declared 
that if they made the slightest noise they 
would blow their brains out. Mrs. Hollest, 
notwithstanding the imminent peril she 
was in, struggled, and at length succeeded 
in slipping out of bed and seizing a bell- 
rope, upon which her assailant rushed 
round to the side of the bed and threw 
himself upon her with such force as to snap 
the bellrope asunder. The fellow continued to stand over her with 
his pistol pointed to her face, and she states that she fully expected 
to be shot every moment. Mr. Hollest, who, although fifty-four years 
of age, was a very strong and active man, on discovering how matters 
stood, struggled with the villain who stood over him, and at length 
got out of bed, and was in the act of stooping down to reach the poker 
from the fireplace, when his assailant fired at him and wounded him 
inthe abdomen. The unfortunate gentleman was not aware at first 
that he had been struck, and continued to grapple with the fellow, 
endeavouring by every means in his power to prevent his escape. The 
report of the pistol at this moment appears to have alarmed the man 
who was standing over Mrs. Hollest, and he left her for a momentand 
joined his companion. On finding herself released she rushed to 
the fireplace, and, seizing a large handbell, swung it to and fro 
several times. This had the effect of alarming the burglars, who 
almost immediately left the 
apartment, and, descending 
the staircase, ran out of the

one bolt, which appears to have been done in a very business-like 
manner, indicating that the villains were no novices in crime. 
Having gained an entry, they appear to have set open all the doors, 
so as to afford speedy egress in case of alarm or discovery. The 
front door was propped open by a mat, and two or three other doors 
were found fixed on their hinges by the insertion of knives in the 
crevices. From the positive testimony of Mr. Hollest, there ap- 
pears to be no doubt that three men were engaged in the attack, 
and the amount of property carried off seems to corroborate the 
unfortunate gentleman’s impression. The cool determination of 
the men may be gathered from the fact that within half a mile of 
the spot a quantity of bread and meat, with two or three half- 
empty bottles of wine, stolen from the parsonage-house, have been 
discovered.

The examination of Mrs. Hollest 
here closed, and the coroner and 
jury returned to the White Hart 
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Inn, where the examination of other witnesses was proceeded 


with. : : ‘ : 
On the examination of Richard Giles, groom in the service of the 


late Mr. Hollest, all that has been stated above was corroborated, 
In conclusion he said :—‘‘ I founda screw-driver which had been left behind 
by the burglars on the front lawn on Saturday morning. I also found an 
umbrella which had been taken from the kitchen and some pieces of worsted 
stocking near the same place, and a piece of red handkerchief near the 
scullery window.” 

The screw-driver (a formidable instrument, more than a foot long) was 
here produced, and the coroner asked for the production of the pieces of 
worsted stocking and the handkerchief. 

The inspector of the local police said he had not received them, 

The Coroner expressed his surprise, and said it was most important that 
nothing which might by possibility lead to the detection of the offenders 
should be lost. 

A search was made for the missing articles, and they were shortly after- 
wards found in the custody of auother officer. 

Mr. William Davies was next examitied. He said: Iam a surgeon, and 
reside at York-town, Frimley. was sent for about half-past three o'clock 
on Saturday morning to come and sée Mr. Hollest. I was called up by the 
last witness, who told me that the house had been entered by burglafs, atid 
that his master had been shot. Lteturned with him immediately, bringing 
my assistant with me. I found Mr. Hollest in bed. He did not ave to 
suffer much at that time. He was perfectly collected, and related to me 
the whole of the circumstances that had previotisly occurred. He showed 
me his night-shirt, which was Battirated with bloods I examined his abdo- 
men, and found an abrastire of the skin within about an ineli of the navel 
and a little to the right of the meditim line of the abdomen. It Was 
a slight abrasion in an oblique ditection, About an inch atid a 
half below the abrasion I fdutid a tagged otifiée, thtotizh which 
something had penetrated, atid of probing the part about two itches the 
probe came in contact With the tiitsclé or ititeguinent, and prevented my 
penetrating further. I did fiot come in cotitact with any foreigh body in 
probing thus far. The wound had every appearatice of having beun eaused 
by agun or pistol. I remained with Mr. HHollest thtil cig t delotk on 
Saturday morning. I considered, from the appearances and the direction 
the foreign body had taken, that the wound was moftal, and I édtimuni- 
cated my unfavourable opitiiot to the decéased’s brother, Mr. William Hol- 
lest. I saw deceased frequeétitly afterwards, dnd was with him at his death, 
which took place about tiventy minutes past eight o'clock of Sunday even- 
ing. He suffered the most excruciating agotly, but retained his sensibility 
until within two or three houts of his deaths 

The Coroner: Did Mr. Hollest inake any disélosures to you in reference 
to this dreadful affair? 

Mr. Davies: Hedid. 

The Coroner: Did he believe he was in danger at the time he inatle such 


disclosures ? : i 
Mr. Davies: Not at that tine, He told me whet I first arrived at Frimley 


on Saturday morning, 

The Coroner: When was he tnadeé aware of the dangerous chatactet of his 
injury? 

Mc Davies: About oné o’élo¢k on, Stinday, The pain he stffeied at this 
time was so great that we could tot hope to obtain any deposition from him, 

The Coroner: Now, have you sitice tliis made a post-inotteni examination 
of the deceased’s remains ? ; 

Mr. Davies: I have to-day, assisted by Mr, Clatke, of Fatiihain, who was 
called in on consultation with me. 

The Coroner: What is the result of your examination ? 

Mr. Davies: I traced the external orifice to the internal office; atid thence 
to the convolution of the bowels. Wheti I laid open thé Covering of the 
abdomen I found extensive extravasation over the bowels, In one of the 
convolutions I found an aperture passing through the bowels. On pursuing 
the examination I found the bowels adhering together from recent itiflam- 
mation, and on examining the lower part of the cavity of the stomach I found 
loose, in the fold of the peri on2um, between the bladder and rectum, a small 
marble, which I now produce, 

Mr. Davies here produced a single marble of a dark grey colour, which 
was handed round to the jury. It appeared lighter than stone, but was 
described by some of the jury as a common “ stone” or marble. 

In reply to the coroner, Mr. Davies said the marble corresponded exactly 
with the orifice in the stomach, as well as with the wound in the bowels. 

Examination continued: Mr. Hollest stated tome that the man fired the 
pistol at the time he was stooping to take the poker from the fireplace, and 
this would account for the direction of the wound. I was Mr. Hollest’s 
medical attendant. He usually enjoyed good health. 1 have no hesitation 
in stating his death to have been caused by the wounds described. 

Mr. Robert Clarke, surgeon, of Farnham, corroborated the evidence of 
Mr. Davies in every particular, 

The Coroner (addressing the police) said: Do I understand that you have 
any party here who can depose to having seen the three men in custody on 
this charge in Frimley village on Friday night ? 

Inspector Hollington: Yes, sir. A young woman in the service of Mr. 
Mayberry, a surgeon of this place, has already identified two of the men. 
She saw three men together in front of her master’s house about half-past 
twelve o’clock on Friday night, and she has identified two of the prisoners 
as being of the party. 

The Coroier here desired that the prisoners, who were all in custody down 
stairs, should be placed in the taproom among other parties, and that the 
girl alluded to should then be asked if she could point them out. 

This was immediately done, and, although the prisoners were each placed 
at a different part of the room, the girl upon entering directly pointed out 
the two men Smith and Jones. ‘The third prisoner she could not recognise. 

The officers having communicated the result to the coroner, 

Mary Goulstone, the girl in question, was sworn and examined. In reply 
to the coroner she stated that she was a nursemaid in the service of Mr. 
Mayberry, and that ot Friday night last, about half-past twelve o’clock, she 
was looking out of her bedroom Window, which was on the second floor, and 
faced the street, when she saw three mien standing on a grass plot nearly in 
front of her master’s house. She took particular notice of them, as she 
thought one of them appeared to be tipsy. One of them wore a green felt 
hat, with light shooting-coat and dark trousers. Another wore a flat cap, 
but she did not notice the dress of the third. The one with the felt hat 
was the tallest of the three, and stood in the middle. The moon was shining 
brightly; and enabled her to distinguish the features of two of the men. 
She had never seen them before nor since until that afternoon. She had 
Just seen two of them in the taproom, and had no difficulty in recognising 
them, as she had so particularly observed them on Friday night. On her 
oath she Was positive two of the men she had just seen in the taproom were 
the samie tien she saw in front of her master’s house on Friday night. 

Thé Coroner: Ate the names of these men known? - 

Sergeant Kendall: To the officers, sir. You can have them if you wish. 

The Coroner: No, never mind. (To the witness): Have you stated any of 
these circumstances before to any ote? 

Witness: After hearing on Saturday morning what had occurred at Mr. 
Hollest’s, I told my mistress that I had seen three men in front of our 
toe on the previous night, and that I suspected they were concerned 

o it. ; 
The three prisoners were here introduced, and 
Witness immediately pointed out the two she had previously identified. 
he Coroner {addressing the prisoners) said he supposed they were aware 

that a very serious charge had been made against them. The last witness 
had declared that she had seen them in Frimley on Friday night, at half-past 
twelve; and he wished to inform them that they were at liberty to ask them 
any questions if they chose to do so. 

The prisoner Smith said (sharply): What time does she say she saw mein 
Frimley ? 

Coroner: At half-past twelve. 

Smith (to witness): You saw me in the taproom of the Whjte Hart at half- 
past twelve on Friday night, did you? 

Coroner: Oh, no! The witness does not say so. 
you in Frimley village. 

Smith: Then I can deny it, Excuse me, gentlemen, 21] round, the witness 
has not spoken the truth, I can bring a respectable publican to prove that 
I was not in Frimley on Friday. 

The Coroner (to the prisoner Jones): Do you wish to ask the witness any 
questions ?

Of this room we give a delineation executed on the spot. The circum- 
stances attending the fatal act on Mr. Hollest descending the stairs to the 


room in question dre alluded to in the evidence given before the coroner by 


Mr. Davies. The latter says:—‘* Mr. Hollest stated to me that the man fired 


the pistol at the time he was stooping to take the poker from the fireplace, 
and this would account for the direction of the wound.” 


On this subject also Macey, the village constable, who was the first person 


to reach the parsonage-house after the alarm had been given, says :— He 
went up into Mr. Hollest’s bedroom, and found him lying down, with a cloth 
bound :ound his abdomen to stop the flow of blood. 
thought he was much hurt.

told Macey that he never heard or saw anything until he observed two figures 
standing at the foot of his bed. After the pistol was fired, Mr, Hollest said

THE ESCAPE OF THE BURGLARS. 
As may be supposed, few particulars have hitherto transpired respecting 


the escape of the murderous viliains engaged in this dreadful exploit: In 


the first intimation respecting the outrage committed it was stated that one 


of three men who were seen together at Frimiey carried a large black bag. ® 


This was in the afternoon of Friday week. The groom, in his evidence before 
the coroner as given above, observed:—“I have since looked round the 
house, and in the front garden have seen prints of footsteps of naked feet. 
I had not seen any persons lurking in the neighbourhood on the Friday.” 

The officers engaged in the case have been instructed not to relax in their 
exertions to discover any thing which may lead to the detection of the guilty 
parties, or tend to increase the suspicion against the men at present in 
custody. There are some circumstances in connection with these men 
which, not transpiring publicly on Tuesday, have hitherto escaped notice. 
It appears that they have long been known to the local police of Guildford 
and Godalming as very daring and expert thieves, and the fact that they 
generally pursued their nefarious operations together seems to have led to 
their apprehension. When the circumstances of the attack upon Mr. Hol- 
lesi’s house and person became known, the local police, with that peculiar 
acumen which belongs to the craft, at once suspected that the parties in 
custody might have been engaged in the affair. A close watch was accord- 
ingly set upon the usual haunts of these men, and, after the lapse of a few 
hours, during which they had been severally followed, the three met on 
Sunday evening at the Rose and Crown beer-shop in Guildford, where 
their apprehension was immediately effected. On being taken into 
custody they expressed their willingness to accompany the officers 
wherever they chose, declaring at the satiie time their entire ignorance 
of the crime with which they were chatged. On being questioned 
as to how they had passed the previous forty-eight hours, they denied 
having been in each other’s company. The man who calls himself 
Hiram Smith, but whose real name is Richard Trower, said that he 
was at Kingston-on-Thames on Friday tiight, and went to the theatre 
at that place. He added that he got a Sift from Guildford to King- 
ston in a fish-cart, and returned on Saturday by the railway. Levi Harwood 
declared that he was on London-bridge at eight o’clock on Saturday morning, 
looking for work, but, finding none, he came down to Guildford by the same 
night’s train on the South-Eastern Railway, The ian Jones accounted for 
his time in a similar manner, and nothitig was gleaned from either to fix 
guilt upon one or other of them. Harwood was. the only one upon whom 
any money was found. He had two sovereigns in one of his pockets, which 
he stated he had had by him for some itiotiths. | Only a few haitpence were 
found upon tlie otliers. It is deeply to be regretted that, if eutisequeti¢e of 
the wantofa proper lock-up hotge at Guildford, the prisonéf#s were allowed 
to be together during Sunday tiight, 1f implicated in the matter, they had 
thus an opportunity of Hae ee their defence so as to avoid contradicting 
each other: ‘The magistrates felt this evil so strongly that, oti remanding the 
prisoners on Tuesday, they directed that they should be conveyed, one to 
Guildford, aiiotliet to Farnham, and a third to Godalming,

inatioti and evidence as shall lead to the discovery and conviction of the 
butglats, And her Majesty’s gracious pardon will be granted to aby accom- 
plice (not being the person Who actually fired the shot) who shall give such 
information and evidence as shall lead to the same result.” 


* One of the three men apprehended who had previously acktiowledged 
his having tried to sell some crockery to Mf, Hollest, as stated alive, also 
added, that he had tried hard to get some “ chuck” (bread atid teat) out of 
Mr. Hollest, but had falled: The man (Smith) does nét detiy this statement, 
which at least shows 4 degree of familiarity with the dedeased’s residence, 
The other two prisoners are stated to have been técoghised as men who have 
been frequently seen in the village of Frimley.

ST. MATTHEW'S CHURCH, LOWER ROAD, ISLINGTON.

Latterly a very great wantof sufficient church accommodation was 
felt in Islington, and the district parish of St. Paul, Islington, ha 
greatly outgrown the church accommodation provided for it twenty 
years before, when St. Paul’s Church was erected. An effort, 
therefore, was commenced, in dependence on the divine blessing, t® 
raise funds for the erection of a new church, at the corner of Canon? 
bury-street, opposite to Rotherfield-street, in the Lower-road; aM 
the list of subscribers shows the energy wherewith this movement 
was responded to. ‘The district assigned to the church, though not 
extensive, was populous, having in it many hundred houses, wit 
many more building and intended, comprehending a considerable 
population placed under the special pastoral care of the minister ° 
the new church of St. Marruxrw. 

The proposed district peculiarly required provision for its spiritual 
oversight, and for the public worship of God, seeing that there was 
no other place of worship within its limits except the small tem 
porary school-chapel in New Norfolk-street, which was not 
suitable edifice, and could only accommodate a few persons. 

The site purchased was the only available ground, with reference 
to a cefitral and commanding position so desirable for a church. 
is central in regard to the width, and as nearly so as could be 
obtaitied in regard to the length, of the district, 

The incumbent of St. Paui’s has derived no personal advantage 
or pecuniaty gain by this scheme. On the contrary, his income 
has been for the time lessened thereby, as also by the cession of 
other parts of his parish to Highbury and St. Stephen’s Churches» 
but he counts this as nothing in comparison with the deep necessity 
of providing more effectually for the spiritual welfare of ihis portion 
of his flock; atid we may also gratefully add, he has still furthe!

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

The Prince is so overwhelmed with visitors at the Elysée that he 
has been compelled, notwithstanding his ‘ approachability,” to 
adopt a general rule for the future—that no one, unless they be 
Ministers or officers of state, shall be admitted without a letter of 
audience. The gossippers and the curious will thus be rendered 
hors de combat; and in this country they are numerous beyond all 
belief—for the French are nothing if not talkers. The Prince has 
just attached to his person, in quality of aide-de-camp, General 
Roguet, formerly page to the Emperor. This choice is Justified by 
the honourable military services of the general, who, from 1840 to 
1845, obtained distinction at the head of the 41st Regiment in most 
of the combats which the French army sustained against the Arabs. 

A triple crime has been committed in the commune of Issel, 
belonging to the arrondissement of Castelnaudary—murder in order 
to commit robbery, and arson to destroy all proofs of the two 
former crimes. The presumed culprits are in the hands of jus- 
tice. The following details have been arrived at:— On the 
night of the 17th of September a fire broke out in the com- 
mune of Issel, and destroyed three houses and a barn, notwith- 
standing the strenuous efforts of the population to arrest the 

‘progress of the disaster, The body of Francoise Enguin, a widow, 
was taken from amidst the ruins in a state of semi-calcination. 
It was remarked that none of the copper or iron utensils with 
which the house of the widow was known to be furnished could 
be found, and a suspicion arose that they had been stolen. On the 
20th of September a ceremony took place at which the whole 
population of the locality were anxious to be present; it was the 
burial of M, Cabanis, notary and mayor of the commune. Eugenie 
Auriol, granddaughter of Frangoise Enguin, recognised upon the 
head of Angelique Fabre, who was following the funeral proces- 
sion, a coiffe which had belonged to her grandmother, and imme- 
diately proceeded to declare this fact to the adjoint, who summoned 
Angelique Fabre to appear before him, and questioned her as to 
how she became possessed of the coiffe. She replied that she had 
bought it of aman named Guilhem, and that they might search her 
house, for she was sure they would find nothing but what belonged 
to her. The adjoint, taking her at her word, proceeded with the 
garde champétre and several other persons to the house of Angelique 
Fabre, where discovery was made of a bed with furniture complete, 
ten chemises, seven petticoats, three jackets, two cauldrons, a 
saucepan, and a multitude of other articles, which were recognised 
by her relations and neighbours as the property of the widow 
Enguin. All these objects were deposited in the keeping of the 
mayor. On the 2lst the Procureur of the Republic, the investi- 
gating magistrate, and the lieutenant of the gendarmerie repaired 
to Issel. Angelique Fabre was brought before them, and there 
stated that the furniture found in her house had belonged to the 
unfortunate widow, and that in concert with a man named Barton- 
ville the alleged complicated wickednees had been committed. 
Crime here is rarely perpetrated ‘ by halves,”

INSOLVENT DEBTORS’ COURT, 

Breacn oF PROMISE OF Marriace.—On Tuesday, Codish Jerski, a 
Polish Jew, applied to be discharged, supported by Mr. Cooke. He had 
only one creditor in his schedule, a Miss Jane Samuel, to whom he owed 
£41. 3s. 6d., as the damages and costs accruing in an action for breach of 
promise of marriage,—The chief commissioner asked what was the meaning

The sum 
fixed upon was £20, and the remainder was for law ex penses.—His Honour 
required some explanation respecting a statement as to a fire in College- 
place, St. Pancras, and the insolvent’s confinement in the workhouse,—It 
appeared that the insolvent was a lodger at 61, College-place, Camden-town, 
where a fire occurred, and, in jumping from a window, he hurt his frame and 
nervous system, and was confined for several weeks in St. Pancras Work- 
house.—Mr. Cooke remarked that the young woman’s father had desired him 
not to visit at his house, and afterwards an action was bronght against him.— 
Chief Commissioner: Well, he may go,—The insolvent was ordered to be dis- 
charged. 


ATROCIOUS CASE OF STABBING.—JUVENILE RUFFIANS. 

At Marylebone, John Cady and Charles Smith, the eldest not more than 
17 years old, were charged with violently assaulting and wounding 
Edward Batchelor, aged 15, who, in conseyuence of a stab which he had 
received, was stated to be in a most alarming condition.—Richard Denny 
said: At ten on Saturday night I and Edward Batchelor, with several others, 
were going down the Bayswater-road, when we saw the prisoners Jarking 
together. We passed them, and presently they ran in amongst us, and some 
words were exchanged. I and my companions crossed over into Albion- 
street, when the prisoners rushed out upon us from a mews, and Smith, 
without saying a word, gave me a severe blow upon the head. I fell to the 
ground, when both the prisoners kicked me violently, and Edward Batchelor 
exclaimed, ‘‘ What a shame it is for you to kick him like that !” I was much 
hurt, and for a time lay stunned.—James Batchelor (brother of the wounded 
youth) said: was one of the party, and when the prisoners came down upon 
us from the mews I heard Smith say, while pointing to him (Denny), 
“That's him that wanted to fight!? aud immediately knocked him down as 
he has stated. Cady then said,‘ Where is the next that wants to fight?” 
and smith said, ‘Ah, where is he? I'll stab half of them.” I saw a knife in 
his hand; my brother went to help Denny, and all went on to fight. The 
prisoners got my brother close agaiast the wall, when both kept hitting him 
as hard as they could, and all of a sudden my brother cried out, “He has 
stuck the knife into me!” He staggered towards a step, upon which he sat, 
and told me that blood was streaming down his leg. A gentleman came up, 
and assisted him to the house of a surgeon.—A certificate from the hospital 
was handed to the bench. Itset forth that there was a punctured wound in the 
left groin, exactly over the course of the principal artery, and that the patient 


wasina very precarious condition, Diligentsearch has been made for the knife, 
butas yet it has not been met with. The trousers were perforated as if witha 
knife.—Another witness, named Atcheson, corroborated a considerable por- 
tion of the foregoing evidence.—The prisoners, who denied the charges 
against them, were remanded for further examination till Monday next.
